I have just read your article, and I would like to enter a strong 
protest on behalf of that style which you brand as cold, 
barren, austere and unlivable. 

We live in a house designed by James Speyer, Associate 
Professor of Architecture at Illinois Institute of Technology. We 
have a couple of very lively boys, and after two years all our 
illusions are intact. We are completely happy, satisfied, and 
comfortable—and this in spite of breaking a few of the rules. 
Our view. for example, opens to the west, so we have 48 feet of 
glass on that side, and we have not roasted even though we 
found in the middle of last summer that the furnace had not 
been turned off. Also, | can’t see the necessity for an over- 
hang on the south. The angle of the sun adjusts the amount of 
light we get. Our bedroom, for example, which has about 200 
square feet of glass, is flooded with light in December, but in 
the summer when the sun is overhead, no direct rays come in 
except in the early morning. 

In the seven years since we first started planning our house 
we have naturally seen a great deal of Mr. Speyer and a certain 
number of the other men on the faculty of the architectural 
school, including Mr. Van der Rohe. I can assure you that they 
seem to have no desire to be cultural Svengalis. I don’t remem- 
ber ever hearing Mondrian mentioned. I have heard the phrase 
“Less Is More” referred to perhaps twice as a sort of riddle of

Get a high level of general illumination in 
your rooms in addition to specific lighting for 
each seeing task. There are many ways to do 
@ this, but one of the simplest is by portable 
lamps.

See the most familiar things are the ones we know 
the least about. We have never bothered. When it comes to 
windows and lamps, that’s fortunate, because it means that 
all you have to do is stop, look, think a little, and right away 
you will see several ways to make vast improvements in your 
light, both night and day. 

For instance, there is that room that has harsh daylight 
and glary windows. What can you do about it? 

What people usually do is pull the shade half down. This 
blocks off the brightest part of the window—the top part 
through which you see the sky. It does reduce the glare. 


But at the same time it makes the whole room darker—and 





the room was too dark to begin with. You throw away two 
pounds of light to get rid of one pound of glare. It’s in 
just that way that people get those gloomy, indoorish rooms 
which everybody wants to get out of. Isnt there a_ better 


solution ? 


There is. It’s paint. Or rather, the intelligent use of color

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in paint jobs, wallpapers, floor coverings, furnishings. 
Boiled down to scientific principle, it is very simple. Paint 
the whole room white! White paint reflects about 85 per 
cent of all the light that falls on it. So the light, once 
it has come in by the window, is bounced back and forth 
among the white surfaces. The same room, with the same 
window, becomes very much brighter. People’s eyes adjust 
themselves to higher brightness. And the same sky, seen 
through the same window, has lost its glare. 

Of course you don’t want an all-white room, and you 
don’t need it. You'll lick the glare problem if you go only 
part way toward it—lighten up the whole color scheme 
radically. 

The ceiling is the most important light-reflecting surface. 
It should be white. Now, in most rooms, the ceiling is 
white, so that leaves not much room for improvement. But 
its a warning. People now hanker for ceilings of a more

2. GLARE 


Most people are living in the dark. In fighting darkness 


they make glare, and in fighting glare they make darkness. 


How to get out of this web of trouble? 


Rh away you find yourself looking at the human 
body, mind, nervous system. That’s as it should be. 
If we want to build a house that is good for human be- 
ings to be in, we must start by studying the human being. 

The eye, it turns out, likes lots of light. It can handle 
very high brightnesses with ease. It does so by the same 
method by which the camera is adjusted to different 
light conditions. It simply narrows its pupil (the actual 
lens-opening through which we see), thus cutting down 
on the light that hits the seeing nerves. And the eye does 
its seeing more easily when plenty of light keeps the 
pupil small. In this, too, the eye is like a camera. Any 
serious photographer could explain the technical optical 
details to you: how a smaller lens opening (made possi- 
ble by stronger light) makes the picture sharper and 
gives the lens more depth of focus. At any rate, the eye 
likes lots of light. And all the experts keep calling for 
more light in factories, schools, offices, and in the house. 

Of course, it’s true, there can be such a thing as too 
much light. But that happens only outdoors and only in 
special situations—in a sunlit snow landscape, on the 
desert, or when the direct sunlight hits a printed page. 
Indoors, there’s little danger of getting too much light.

is not “too much light”; it is glare. And glare is contrast; 
it is brightness, seen from out of darkness. 

Here is what happens: When you are indoors in the aver- 
age house, you are in much more darkness than you know. 
Any photographer knows that. It looks okay, but you can’t 
do a thing without a flash bulb. The reason it looks okay 
is that the eye makes up for lack of light: the pupil becomes 
large. But now you show this dark-adjusted eye, with its 
big pupil, the bright rectangle of the window. Naturally, 
the window seems intensely bright; it “glares” and hurts. 

Glare is not simply brightness, but brightness seen by a 
dark-adjusted eye. Step right up to the window and look out, 
and the glare effect disappears. The eye simply easily ad- 
justs itself to the brightness of the outdoors scene. What 


the eye cannot handle is brightness and darkness at the

What do you do about it? 


We have explained on page 40 four things you can easily 
do right away, even in a rented house or an apartment, 
simply as a matter of decorating—light colors, proper posi- 
tion of lamps, enough light fixtures of the right kind. Let’s 
now talk about building from scratch or re-modeling. You 
can have any number of windows of any size, any shape. 
You can plant trees, put up external window shades. In 
short, you can have whatever you want. The question now 
is: What do you want? 

Two ideas stand out as important. 

First main idea: You want cross-light—light from at least 
two windows that are not in the same wall. Two windows 
on opposite walls would be best; second-best, two windows 
in walls at right angles to each other. The cross-light could 
also come from above, through a sky-light: (more about this 
on page 52). The idea is in all cases the same. One window 
lights up the shadows left by the other. “Light balance” is 
the engineering term for this. Or, to put it in terms of the 
human being, the light let in by window No. 1 helps keep 


your pupils small enough so you can look with ease at win- 






dow No. 2. All these ways of saying it amount to the same 
thing: The two windows cut each other’s glare. 

At night it’s really the same idea. Two (or more) lamps 
cut each other’s glare just as two windows do. (More about 
this on page 54.) 

Second main idea: Do anything that will cut down the 
area of sky seen from inside the room. The glary part of the 
window is the part through which you see the sky. 

This means you want a low, broad window to look 
through rather than a tall, narrow one. The low window 
shows you more scenery, less sky; it does precisely what 
a tall, narrow window does with the shade half down. 
And, since people evidently prefer to use windows that 
way. why not build ‘em that way in the first place? Only, 
it also follows that the low, broad window has to be larger. 
Just because scenery gives a milder light than the sky does, 
the low, broad window admits less light per square foot 
of glass than the tall one does. So—don’t just mental- 
ly take a tall, narrow window and lay it on its side; 
double its size at the same time! Otherwise you get ex-

A living room as well lighted as the one shown here would 
be no trick on a five- or ten-acre tract. With that much space 
around you as a buffer, problems of outlook vs. privacy dis- 
appear. It is only when you try to accomplish this on a typi- 
cal suburban lot that you begin to realize how much skill 
and foresight they require. It has been done in this house for 


the Russell A. Fishers at Glenview, Illinois, and it began with 





the very siting of the house—a long, thin plan, running from 
east to west across the rear of a south-facing lot. By enclos- 
ing the entire yard with a six-foot-high redwood fence, the 
architect was able to size and locate his windows for op- 
timum daylight, sunshine, outlook, and ventilation without 
having to worry about privacy from street or neighbors. The 
largest glass areas face south for winter sunshine. But for 
balanced daylight, the architect has also used a continuous 
line of smaller, high windows along the north wall. The re- 
sult is a room with balanced, glareless light pleasantly 
related to the outdoors. Since the house runs as close to 
east and west lot lines as the code permits, the ends are 
largely blind—garage and service on the east, closed bed- 
room walls on the west. Main outdoor living area is thus

Designed for a professional couple who wanted comfortable 
living with a minimum of housework and no servants, the 
Fisher house makes a wide use of low-maintenance materials. 
Floors are polished concrete, integrally colored and waxed. 

Ceilings are natural- 
colored, sand-finished plaster throughout. These soft, muted 
tones are warm yet neutral enough to allow great freedom 
in decoration. 

Though low in key, the rooms are daylighted from two 
ox three directions; thus they avoid any sense of glare or 
gloom.

I, you have a picture window, you should certainly have 
a picture in it. And you can, quite easily! Even if you 
are not blessed with large grounds or a distant view, you 
can enclose a small area outside your window and turn it 
into a private, miniature stage, using as a backdrop a stone 
wall or wood fencing. Since the area is small, you can 
afford to use the finest plants and keep them in top con- 
dition. Youll be getting the most out of them, too, be- 
cause, once you spot a few lights outside, you'll be looking 
at each specimen very closely day and night. Thus you will 
turn the black hole that is your picture window at night 


into a dramatic lighted stage, more wonderful than by day. 


Then your large expanse of glass is used properly.

Picture windows are a good thing if they 
reveal a picture you can live with. Owner 
here assured himself one by using a brick 
coping and caladium-filled plant boxes, 
then lighted the garden for evening pleas- 
ure.

kitchen, yet many kitchens have only this type of lighting. 


OVE LIGHTS

With fluorescent cove lighting on, white painted ceiling be- 
comes source of excellent general illumination. But for the 
close-up work of slicing, paring, stringing, or shelling, this 
illumination is neither adequate nor correctly located, since 


the housewife would always be working in her own shadow. 





().. of the most familiar of all complaints from the 
kitchen is this: ““No matter where I stand in this room, 
I’m always working in my own shadow.” Many cut 
fingers, scalded hands, burned roasts, overturned sauce- 
pans, and frayed tempers are due to this problem. 
You may even have a high average level of illumi- 
nation in the kitchen. But that is not enough. For 
the eye to accomplish any visual task safely and 
comfortably, it must have enough light right there on 
the task itself. And light that’s somewhere else in the 
room won't solve the problem. 

Much of the work done in the kitchen is as precise 
and exacting as that done in any factory. Some of it 
is actually more dangerous. Yet few kitchens follow 
those fundamental principles in lighting which in a 
factory would be considered rudimentary. And what 
goes for the kitchen applies with more or less force 
to every other area in the house where close visual 
work is done—mending, reading, studying, ironing. 

There’s nothing mysterious about kitchen lighting. 
You'll need an electrician to do the actual work. But

ought to be done. Wherever you work in the kitchen— 
at sink, stove or counter—you need (1) good light 
falling directly on the work surface. (2) The source 
of this light should be shielded out of your field of 
vision. And (3) there should be enough light from 
other sources in the room so that there are no un- 
comfortable contrasts in shadows vs. light. 

For several reasons, most of the lighting jobs in 
today’s kitchens are done artificially. First of all, 
you're not apt to have enough windows to do an ade- 
quate daylighting job. You need all the wall space for 
storage cabinets. Besides, it is cheaper to install a light 
fixture than a window and easier to concentrate the 
light just where you need it. Of course, there is noth- 
ing better than daylight; and if you can’t manage 
enough windows, you can use skylights which give 
excellent general illumination. 

But, natural or artificial, remember that you’ve got 
to have general and specific light to enjoy a comfort- 
able, efficiently lighted kitchen.

today’s discoveries. You only cheat yourself when you remain unaware 


of the infinite and glamorous possibilities of new lighting developments 


here is no precedent for the kind of light you can 
have in your home today, if you and your designer 
know how to get it. 

You may throw light on a dining table, cutting it off 
at the exact edge of the table so that jewelled fingers 
sparkle and faces are left in kindly shade. As the meal 
progresses the light may be gradually dimmed until the 
meal ends in light that is low and intimate. You can 
throw light against an exterior overhang, lighting the 
room inside by reflected light thrown back into the room, 
creating the effect of moonlight. 

By skillful control of light, you can kill the reflection 
of the glass in the window at night, making a lighted 
garden or the sparkling panorama of city lights part of 
the room. You may illuminate a ceiling to make a form 
of decoration never obliterated by a crowd in a room. 
You may use large areas of low luminosity to create an 
effect never possible before. 

Many of today’s light sources are built into the structure 
so that illumination methods should be chosen early in 
the design, and their needs provided for just like those 
of heating and plumbing. Structural forms now serve as 
reflectors or as luminous areas. Cove lighting, panel lights, 
indirect ceiling illumination, spotlights, luminous boxes. 
lighted niches, ceiling coffers, prismatic lenses and soffit 
lights are some of the ways in which lighting becomes

Paint your Garden with 


Permanent Color 


Py Thomas D. Church Supplement flower color with paints. Flowers are a wonderful, 
Landscape Architect gay way to fill your garden with color, but since “continuous bloom” 
is strictly a myth, wise flower lovers are learning to use paint colors, 
too, in the garden. You may wonder how you would like paint among 
your flowers. Clients often ask me about this. They are skeptical. But 
no one who has tried it would be without the life and sparkle that 


paint adds. Then the garden “blooms” all year. 


Garden painting is simple. You don’t need to call in a painter. 
Buy a ready-mixed paint or stain in the color of your choice, and go 
to it. Better start with a 3-inch brush, graduate to a 4- or 5-inch | 
size. Apply plenty of paint. Dry wood soaks up paint, but this is 

fine. You want plenty of color impregnating the wood so rains won’t 
wash it out. Be sure that the wood dries thoroughly after rain before 


you start to paint. 





Watch out for greens! Green is the trickiest color of all to use 


successfully in the garden (see explanation at left). Surprisingly, 


although green is the dominant color in the garden, never paint an 
object green “to make it disappear.” It will always stand out. In- 
stead, paint or stain it a dark, weathered gray, if in a sunny place.

rightly against the sterility and the totalitarian threat of the “International Style” 


By Frank Lloyd Wright 


a. “International Style” is neither 
international nor a style. Essentially it 
is totalitarianism, an old totalitarian cult 
made new by organized publicity. 

The “International Style” is nothing 
but the old architecture of the box with 
its face lifted. 

Any box is more a coffin for the hu- 
nan spirit than an inspiration. The box 
Jominates, constricts, and constrains the 
ndividual into something made fit only 
for collectivism. Its champions now de- 
lare dictatorially that the old box is it. 
This is their great gift to the world— 
heir “style.” 

So many university professors, mu- 
eum authorities, magazine editors, fea- 
ure writers, and critics seem to be 
rying hard to give notoriety to a group 
yf architects imported, by a curious twist 
yf fate, from the German Bauhaus to 
he New York Museum of Modern Art. 

These Bauhaus architects ran from 
olitical totalitarianism in Germany to 
vhat is now made by specious promo- 
ion to seem their own totalitarianism 
n art here in America. 

It is being more accidental than cre- 
tive to mistake a disciplined sterility for 
usterity, mistake the plainness of bones 
r a barn door for simplicity (knowing 
othing of real simplicity—the innate 
race and significance of a wild flower). 
‘his is the mistake their promoters seem 


o make. 


In their dubious champions, there is 
no sense of the depth called the third 
dimension. They operate on only two. 
Among these puppets of promotion, 
facades again become of uppermost im- 
portance. These facades all add up to the 
same thing—a cliché for tyros, teachers, 
and sycophants who crook the little 
finger and talk esthetics. Or by duped 
educators grasping something easy to 
teach, and approved as a foreign cult. 

Sterilization is again mistaken for 
refinement. Provincial apostles of refine- 
ment name it “Classic,” stupidly com- 
paring it to frozen Greek classicism as 
though the ancient sterilization were a 
high virtue. But the cause of great archi- 
tecture, the great truth of building 
beautiful buildings beautifully accord- 
ing to the nature of architecture, is 
travestied by this superficial mimicry, 
that always seems to follow in the wake 
of great ideas. 

The classic or camouflaged old post- 
and-lintel box is still practiced in the 
glassed-in cage or the  glass-walled 
dwelling, both approved by these publi- 
cists and this latest procession of cal- 
low-professionals, now baptized (by 
whom?) “International.” But this latest 
form of glassification is no true revolt, 
no actual dissidence. This affection is 
for free Americans no more than the 
petty pretenses of small men. 


Old Man Box merely looks different 


when glassified, that’s all. The more 
the box is glassed, the more it becomes 
evident as the box. No new ideas what- 
ever are involved as might easily be 
demonstrated by intelligent reference to 
the origin of their drawing-board fa- 
cades. The old sham front has had its 
face lifted; the only change is merely one 
of outward appearance. It is a change 
of face, not of heart. 

There are fresh ideas to be brought 
to life, if you learn to labor for them 
and are willing to work for them and 
wait. You must tire, as I do, of seeing 
these original forms merely renamed. 
All we have received from “interna- 
tionalism,” aside from the dropped 
coping, is merely: “Make the walls all 
glass, boys.” 

And what do we get now? The same 
old box, only you now really look inside 
and through the box and see that it is 
more of a box than ever.

Your editorial is a threat to freedom in America because you 
do not confine yourself to criticizing the “International Style” 
on its own merits—which is your absolute right—but go orf 
to attack its practitioners as threatening America. You hint 
darkly that they are interested in promoting total control, regi- 
mentation and dictatorship—and that, Miss Gordon, is not 
your right... 

But I have no intention of defending the “International 
Style.” All I want to suggest is that we are very fortunate in 
this country to have so many rich sources to draw upon—and 
to have no Politburos to tell us what sources we can and 
what sources we cannot use. We are very fortunate, too, to 
have a free press that does such a good job of communicating 
and exchanging ideas. I rather think that our press will stay 
free only so long as it keeps these channels of communication 
open.

The two articles have valuable points that should be carefully 
considered. . . . 

The search today is for more complete understanding of the 
full three dimensions of space-form. We seek the best that is 
possible by use of today’s rich means. Forms created from the 
available means must be related to the multiform human needs 
of individuals alone, and in association with other individuals. 
No two-dimensional expression is sufficient to meet the chal- 
lenge or to direct it, no matter how subtle. 

Form, especially preconceived form, applied without an un- 
derstanding imagination which is closely coupled to changing 
human values, has a limited life. The box and its two-dimen- 
sional counterpart, facadism, should have run its limit long ago. 
Simplification is an essential to action; but over-simplification 
persisted in is a denial of the realities that make up the 
physical world and the civilization that is ours. Simplicity can 
easily become a formula that straight-jackets a given situa- 
tion. No formula, where architecture is concerned, can serve 
the living realities. 

The attempt to enrich architecture, in order that it may grow 
to be more and more comprehensive, more able to cope with the 
complexities of life, must continue to be a goal, in spite of the 
failures that are bound to be met along this road. Acceptance 
of the limited formula at an early stage is failure without ever 
striving for the greater achievement. Technology is a must in 
our industrial civilization. It has to be humanized, used as a 
beginning not as an end in itself. 

Architecture is a part of the one world, a very important part 
where man is the central concern, and needs to be in organic 
relationship to the complex physical forces, kept free to respond 
to social and individual needs. The structure of the crust of 
this earth, the fauna, the flora, and the atmosphere with sun, 
moon, and stars in the outer reaches form the background to 
architecture. It is the stage setting that is given by nature. 
Graceful action in the process of architectural construction, 
the ordering and reordering of form to meet physical, psycho- 
logical, and emotional needs of man cannot be achieved by a 
denial of or a disregard for this environment. 

Perhaps the “cult of austerity,” as you call it, is in an early 
stage of denial. To this extent it may be ascribed value. Let 
us hope that the more mature and inclusive expression will soon 
follow more in scale with man, the human being with his wealth 
of characteristics and rich variety of individuality.

Besides, the high strip-window can 
face the street or the neighbors and 
still leave you privacy. Also, if the 
clerestory window can be opened, it 
helps to let the heat out of the 
house on a calm summer eyening. 


2. The skylight. Skylights have 
been used for generations, but 
more in factories and other big 
buildings than in private homes. 
The thought used to be: They 
might leak; they might break. 
Somebody would have to climb on 
the roof to clean them. Besides, 
they did not fit in with the “styles,” 
like Tudor. But now several things 
have changed. A skylight can now 
be made of transparent plastic, all 
in one bubble-shaped piece—leak- 
proof, shatterproof, and, because 
of the bubble-shape, practically 
self-cleaning. It comes as a unit, 
ready for mounting. It still isn’t 
cheap, but it’s good. Another thing, 
it fits in especially well with a 
sort of house that is becoming more 
and popular—single-story, 
low-pitched or flat roof, no attic.

Mélange with Pictures 


Pageant of the Rose. Jean Gordon. 
Studio-Crowell. 231 pp. $5. 

Romance, myth, legend, art, lit- 
erature, religion are among the 
fields to which the rose is linked 
in this mélange of fact and fancy. 
The story is stretched to include 
the tale of the Glastonbury thorn, 
because it is a member of the Rose 
family. (So are apples, almonds, 
and many plants.) But the apple 
of Eve was omitted, as was the 
repetitious rose that was a rose of 
Gertrude Stein. The opera of “Der 
Rosenkavalier” comes in for a 
paragraph, but with a slightly dis- 
torted plot.

the new work, Gilbert took com- 
plete charge. He himself hired ev- 
ery actor, supervised the painting 
of the scenery, and invented every 
bit of the stage business, working 


at home with a model stage on 
which he moved little blocks of 


wood representing the actors and 
the actresses. He re-engaged George 
Grossmith from the Sorcerer com- 
pany, in whom he had recognized 
exceptional talent. He offered a 
small part to a young oratorio 
singer, who accepted in spite of the 
protests of her family. She was 
Jessie Bond, who became one of 
the most famous members of the 
Savoy Company. In the first pro- 
duction of Pinafore she played the 
tiny part of Hebe, one of Sir Jo- 
seph Porter’s innumerable cousins, 

Gilbert was nervous about the 
new venture.

On the day before the premiere, he

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YOUR WHOLE HOUSE IS A LIGHTING FIXTURE 


tery—the interplay of light and 
shade which modulates form and 
the transition from form to form— 
all this has always been the tool of 
the architect. 

But until now the architect has 
been forced to work with natural 
light only. The imperfect artificial 
illumination of the past could per- 
haps give an element of mystery 
to space, but it also destroyed the 
daytime shape of a room because 
natural light and artificial light 
came from different places. Now 
natural and artificial illumination 
can appear to come from the same 
source, so the architect’s concep- 
tion can appear the same around 
the clock. 

The torch, the candle, the oil- 
burning wick, and the gas flame, 
all required an isolating holder be- 
cause of the danger of fire asso- 
ciated with their use. This long 
association of light with its own 
holder is responsible for some of 
our greatest blocks in thinking 
about light. 

With an open flame, a_ light 
source of any importance requires 
an enormous fixture. Even for a 
single candle, more thought was 
concentrated on the design of the 
holder than on the light itself, be- 
cause before modern science there 
was very little you could do about 
the light. Inevitably the fixture 
became more important than the 
light. 

It is now quite possible to have 
both atmospheric and special light 
without being aware of the source. 
In a real sense light has become 
atmosphere by its ceasing to be 
furniture. This is because for the 
first time we are able to disassoci- 
ate artificial light from the source.

higher illumination and less obtru- 
sive fixtures. It is really impos- 
sible to adapt the fixture developed 
for the open flame to the require- 
ments of modern lighting practice. 
This is true not only because such 
fixtures were developed for a lower 
level of illumination than we de- 
mand today, but also because the 
old-fashioned fixture made no pro- 
vision for the control of light. 
When artificial light was con- 
fined to fixtures hung from the 
ceiling or attached to the wall, the 
work was limited to 
providing wiring and outlets. As 
light is now used, the design of 
both general and accent light is 
an integral part of the house and 
is planned from the very start. 
The lighting plan is as much a 
part of the building as the plan 


of circulation, as it is called. This 


makes lighting part of the over-all 
strategy of design. 


ISTORICALLY, from pithecan- 

thropus erectus to Thomas A. 
Edison, the only source of artificial 
illumination had been the open 
flame. Now electric light has com- 
pletely changed the character of 
artificial light. More change in the 
character of lighting has been made 
in the last 80 years, particularly in 
the last two decades, than in all the 
time before since the earth was 
a glowing mass of melted rock. 
Although light is older than man, 
lighting is a modern invention. 

The development of electric 
lighting has meant three things: 
1. High level of illumination. 2. 
Static light, presenting an unchang- 
ing view (natural light is always 
changing). 3. Such complete con- 
trol and manipulation of light as 
to make it behave exactly as 
wanted. Now we can have the kind

| E REMEMBERS what subse- 
quent architects often forget, 
that the attack of the elements is 
seldom vertical—glare, heat, driy- 
ing rain, chilling wind, blowing 
snow come at all angles.

The big gabled roof is not an 
American invention, of course. It 
is a salient feature of the archi- 
tecture of all climates with heavy 
rainfall—such New 
England or that of northern Europe 


as our own 
and Great Britain. Here the func- 
tion of the roof is to shed rain— 
to get it off and away from the 
house as quickly as possible. But 
such roofs usually have very little 
overhang. The parasol effect does 
not extend beyond the walls. The 


reason for this is obvious. In such 
northern climates, winter sunshine 
is scarce, even daylight is valuable. 
The roof must not keep any light 
out of the windows.

process in society—that we ullti- 
mately see the beautiful in what 
has proved to be, as Emerson put 
it, the good, the necessary, and 
the true. The sheltering roof be- 
came not only comfortable to live 
under but beautiful to look at as 
well. 

The very overhangs which pro- 
tected the windows against the 
glare cast rich shadows, molded 
exciting new forms. The new rela- 
tionship between indoors and out 
created a whole new world of Jand- 
scape for which there was no prece- 
dent in American life. The garden 
became not merely the setting 
through which the house was seen 
from the street, as it had been in 
the typical New England town, but 
the warp and woof of the house 
itself. And this landscape was not 
but 


merely something you saw, 


something you lived in as well. 


OW this was not the only pos- 

sible approach to building, as 
modern skyscrapers and _ factory 
buildings were quickly to prove. 
Here, with steel and concrete skele- 
tons to carry the weight of floors 
and roof, the wall becomes merely 
a sheath of glass, metal, and ma- 
sonry interposed between the oc- 
cupants and the out-of-doors. The 
roof becomes merely a waterproof 
lid, like the top of a saucepan. This 
wall sheath is regarded as hermetic 
(though of course it isn’t), and the 
space so enclosed is regarded as a 
vacuum to be lighted, ventilated, 
heated, and soundproofed as de- 
sired. Here is no intermediate zone, 
no defense in depth. The American 
climate lashes at the naked build- 
ing in all its extremes. Any amelio- 
ration of this attack takes place 
wholly inside the walls. 

Now, thanks to modern plate 
glass, heating and cooling plants, 
insulation, and the like, this kind 
of building is entirely possible to- 
day. It is not as efficient as is gen- 
erally assumed. The occupants are 
neither so comfortable, physically 
nor emotionally, nor are the walls 
themselves as efficient in excluding 
the weather as you might think. 
Bui they work fairly well, all things 
considered. 

They are often handsome, these 
buildings, in an abstract, unearthly 
sort of way. In fact, they are so 
powerful that they have produced 
a whole school of skyscraper de- 
sign.

Not everybody wants built-in book 
shelves, particularly if they have 
lots and lots of books they surely 
want to take with them when they 
move, and a rented house or apart- 
ment they surely must leave be- 
hind.

You start with a bench, and a 
cood-looking one it is, with a wal- 
nut top, birch legs and carved wal- 
nut stretchers. A cross section of 
the leg is shaped like an ellipse. 
Since the top fits, not on top of 
the legs but between them, you 
can extend the back legs upward 
by adding a post or posts of the 
same elliptical shape. Looks like 
magic until the salesman shows 
you a sort of metal backbone inside 
the post that slides down and into 
the lez and holds them both rigid. 
Then it still looks like magic, but 
it seems to work. Brass rods con- 
nect the posts horizontally and fit 
snugly into grooves in the under- 
side of the shelves which they sup- 
port. There’s a good range of holes 
for the brass rods, so the space 
between shelves is flexible.

C.. me lazy if you will; but I refuse to be 
a slave to my possessions. I like to set an 
interesting and unusual table. I like it so much | 
try to do it better than anybody else. But I won't 
be a slave to my china, silver, glass, and table- 
cloths. And I’ve found I don’t have to. 

From my husband, who is an architect, [ 
learned that some materials “weather” better than 
others. If this is so with buildings. why not with 
table appointments ? 

Well, it is possible with table appointments. 
Intrinsically good things “weather” well. But it 
pays to avoid sheerness, fragility, delicacy, and 
shininess. Sheer linens have to be carefully 
ironed. Fragile glass breaks very easily. Delicate 
colors show stains and discoloration. Shiny things 
show scratches. 

Here’s how I’ve worked out my own salvation. 

My glasses are heavy, handmade Blenko glass 
in the Williamsburg teardrop pattern. They are 
so sturdy they have lasted ten years and are still 
going strong. 

When I tossed out the sheer lovely linens I 
began collecting straw mats. I have sheer straws 
from Scandinavia, strong husky ones from Italy, 
and Samoa, sisal ones from Mexico, lauhala from 
Tahiti. I kept my linen napkins, but tinted the 
white ones cream or champagne colors, so they 
mix or match with all the straw mats. 

Then I went to the dress goods department of 
a big department store. What a gold mine of 
interesting materials for napkins! For instance, 
lightweight corduroy that is used for children’s

“if ’d known you were coming, I’d have baked you 
a cake” must be real old-fashioned characters, completely 
out of touch with today. For most of the modern women 
we know always have two to six cakes tucked away in 
their freezers. The unexpected guest would cause no 
flurry, for by dessert time one would be thawed and 
ready to cut. 

These cakes, for which time has been made to stand 
still, are cached away for all kinds of futures. They 
have diverse and interesting origins. They may have 
been made at home, two or three at a baking. One may 
have been picked up at a church cake sale. Another may 
have been bought out of a caterers window, because its 
pink icing exactly matched a certain pink organdy table- 
cloth. When our lady-of-the-house bought it, she figured 
her only problem was to remember to have the cake 
when she used the cloth. Wouldn't it be fun, she also 
thought, to serve raspberry mousse with the pink cake?

nce in a blue moon we meet 
() someone, otherwise normal, 
who likes to wash dishes. make beds, 
dust and sweep. We keep hearing 
about such ideal women, usually 
from wistful men, but we rarely 
meet them. 

But there are some, I suppose, 
who like to make copper pans shine 
under their hands, while others 
would rather watch them shine un- 
der someone else’s. Some like to 
launder, others don’t. Some like to 
iron, others dread it. One woman’s 
meat is another woman’s poison. 
That’s what makes a human race. 

Once upon a time many of us 
had servants to do the things we 
didn’t like to do, so we’d be free 
to do the things we liked. For one 
reason or another (income taxes 
and full employment are only two), 
sleep-in servants have become hard 
to find and harder to keep. Even 
those who can afford it often prefer 
not having someone foreign around 
day and night. 

So the great domestic riddle is 
posed: How do you keep a servant 
on hand, not underfoot? The an- 
swer: housekeeping by contract,

How does this differ from sleep- 
out maids? By being a contractual 
relationship which is paid for not 
by the hour but by the jobs done. 
A fixed weekly or monthly sum is 
agreed upon by both parties for 
specified tasks regularly performed. 
If they are accomplished in two 
hours, three hours, or one and a 
half hours a day, it doesn’t matter, 
so long as they are done. 

What are the advantages? You no 
longer feel obligated constantly to 
supervise a servant to see to it that 
you get a full hour’s work for a full 
hour’s pay. Your relationship is less 
intimate, more like that between you 
and a carpenter. You don’t worry 
about paid vacations, meals, carfare 
or, often, social security. And the 
person you contract with feels far 
more self-respecting. 

So appealing is this system that 
more and more metropolitan centers 
are beginning to enjoy commercial 
house cleaning services. People are 
contracting with various agencies 
to supply them with regular service, 
as many times a week as required. 
(You might check your area by 
looking up House Cleaning in your 
classified phone directory.) Thus 
they are relieved of finding, hiring, 
and training domestic help, only to 
discover one morning that said help 
has quit.

The grocery industry is already catering to this trend. 
Grocery stores have begun to offer many foods cheaper by the 
dozen or by the case. Stores which normally don’t deliver 
have begun to offer a once-a-week delivery service for really 
big orders. The flash success of the “food plans” is also a 
sign. Though their promotion has stressed mostly the (some- 
what dubious) money savings, their appeal to many housewives 
lies in the very real time savings and convenience they offer. 
‘One deal arranges for the food supply of many months. To 
help you streamline your own shopping, here is a roundup 


of facts and figures. 


Cheaper by the Dozen 


_ The most obvious appeal of quantity buying is that you 
buy more cheaply. It’s not, in the long run, the most im- 
portant gain you make by buying in quantity, but it all counts. 
What are the facts? 

You can expect somewhere around 10% off on the following: 

1. Frozen foods, if bought by the dozen. This means, of 

jcourse, a dozen identical packages, such as peas; not simply 

a dozen assorted packages. 
Main reason why stores are glad to make such a deal is 


| 


}the nation-wide shortage of “zero space.” The frozen-food 
itisiness has grown so fast that there is not enough freezer 
|space in warehouses and grocery stores to handle the product. 
|This keeps the volume of business, the variety of products 
throttled down far below what it could be. Your grocer will 
not have to clutter up his own precious “zero space.” In effect, 


you do the storing for him; and for that, you get 10% off. 
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You'll find, by the way, that quantity-bought frozen foods 
will be in better condition than packages bought one at a 
time. Too often, the singly-bought package has that telltale 
hunk of ice on one side which shows that it has once been 
thawed slightly—perhaps between the store and your house. 
Such thawing and re-freezing take the flavor and goodness out 
of the food. 

Of course this means you have to have the freezer space. 
And plenty of it. You'll find that a dozen each of only the 
basic vegetables and fruits that you use regularly will take up 
a lot of space. 

Back to what to buy in quantity, and why it’s cheaper. 

2. High quality or fancy canned goods. You can get 
10% off if you take a case. Note that this goes only for fancy 
quality, the high-priced lines. Most of the popular, nationally 
advertised, standard lines of canned foods are very closely 
priced. They are handled by the retailer at very small mark- 
ups. (Your grocer can’t give you 10% off when his own mark- 
up is perhaps only 5%.) 

3. Private labels. What's a private label? Most stores 
carry a line of canned goods, frozen goods, packaged goods 
such as noodles all under one name—let’s say “Taste-Good.” 
The store (or group of stores), through its agents in the trade, 
has goods of a certain quality selected and put up under 
this label. Private label merchandise is usually good, standard 
merchandise—not rejects, grade B, “bad packs,” etc. Private 
label business is quite profitable to the stores, and many of 
them are willing to sell their own “private label” merchandise

The Lippincotts 
applied the first principle of efficiency by setting their goal and 
then making plans to achieve it. They set as their number-one 
target the fullest and richest family life with the time and place 
for everyone’s special interests. 

This meant, in effect, providing the architectural structure for 
a sort of democratic domesticity, space for independent, creative 
activity, as well as for joint pleasures. But it meant, too, the care- 
ful planning of work-savers, so that neither father, children, nor 
above all, mother would be a full-time slave of a house meant to 
free them. You must save time to enjoy a full life, and the Lippin- 
cotts built and furnished their house with this basic philosophy 
ever first in their thinking. 

Materials, such as tiling, vinyl, plastic fabrics, and cypress 
paneling, were chosen for their care-free quality. The children’s 
rooms are designed like compact ships’ cabins, yet with an extra 
bunk for overnight visitors. Each child can easily keep his bed- 
room shipshape, thanks to the vinyl counters and plastic uphol- 
stery.

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DAFFODILS: 


The most work-free flowers 


By Dr. Joseph E. Howland 


ome flowers just don’t require much care. Daffodils 

head this list. You put the big, fat, golden bulbs 
into the ground in September or October and then for- 
vet them, just about permanently. Year after year you 
have abundant blooms—more with each passing year. 
This happy state lasts five to ten years before you have 
to do one single thing about your daffodils. And then 
it is only to dig the bulbs, divide your loot (you have 
five to twenty times as many bulbs as you planted), and 


replant as before. 


Ideal for shady places 


Daffodils thrive where other flowers fail for lack of 
sunlight. This is because they start to grow early in the 
spring, before your shade trees come into leaf. And 
then they squeeze their whole growing year into the 
first four months. By early June (in the New York area) 
the leaves wither and die, leaving the “sleeping” bulbs 
hidden underground out of sight and possibility of harm. 


except for careless spading, until next spring. 


They thrive “naturalized” in the lawn 


Try some daffodils in your lawn, either in big sweeps 
of color or in small picture-book settings like those 
shown on the opposite page. Again the happy habit of 
quick spring growth serves you well. Just delay mowing 
until the daffodils die down for the year, then pay no 


further attention to them, simply mow over them. 


You buy guaranteed bloom 


Nature packs the bulbs with everything needed for a full 
complement of big blooms except water. You can’t 
fail! Even the flowers are hidden away, perfect but 
miniature. of course, in the bulbs you buy. Flowers 
form way down in the heart of the bulbs a few weeks be- 
lore the leaves die down in the spring. Maybe you’d

Why Better Prices? 





Why should quantity buying 
give you better prices? 

Because, in the last analysis, 
what you pay for in the grocery 
store is two things: The right to 
buy in small quantities and stor- 
age space. All those warehouses, 
shelves, counters, freezer cabinets 
where the stuff has been sitting, 
waiting till you are ready to use 
it, are the most expensive single 
item in the cost of food. The food 
merchant cannot afford to store 
things very long. Turn-over is ev- 
erything to him. Volume is the only 
way for him to make money. So 
when you buy in quantity you in- 
crease his volume but not his stor- 
age space. So he can afford to give 
you bettér prices. 

But then you have to provide the 
storage space for the food and 
supplies. You have more of it than 
you think. The sketches accom-

1 Did you sow grass seed too late in the spring? 
Results in a weak lawn, many weeds. Grasses 
grow best in cool weather, “rest” when soil 
warms up (no new root growth). 


2 Did you leave grass too long in the winter 
(stopped mowing too early) ? Causes matting 
and delays growth in spring. Mow as long 
as grass continues to grow in the fall. 


3 Did you roll excessively? Packs soil too 
tightly, prevents normal soil aeration. Roots 
grow slowly or die, lawn turns brown. Aerify 
to correct. 


4. Did you let grass get long, then shave it back 
close to the ground? Weakens grass, so weeds 
soon take over. Cut as soon as grass is 1” 
above its usual height, not by some set 
calendar period. 


5 Did your mechanical leaf grinder leave too 
deep a leaf mulch on your lawn? Grass must 
breathe. 


6 Is your roller too heavy? Soil “piles” up 
ahead of roller, resulting in wavy surface. 
Mowing at right angles to ridges will eventual- 


ly restore former condition. 


7 Were tree leaves left on the lawn? Can cause 
smothering if ice coats them solidly. Grass is 
| alive all winter, must have fresh air. 


| 8 Did you mow too close? Starves the grass 
(must have leaves to make the sugars it 
needs to stay alive), exposes the roots to the 
hot sun, lets light down to germinate weeds. 


9 Did you delay spring mowing too long? Weak- 
ens grass because roots are suddenly exposed 
to sun heat.

Elsewhere in the magazine you 
will read, or will have read, about 
chain cooking, quantity buying, 
time and motion savers, but these 
are only a fraction of the new 
techniques women are inventing or 
adapting. Practices vary from place 
to place and from family to family, 
but I think we can make a few 
over-all observations. If you were 
to go through the 1676 pages of 
industry’s standard Production 
Handbook, you'd amazed at 


how often the principles of indus- 


be 


trial management have been ap- 
plied, deliberately or coinciden- 
tally, by your wives to their home 
management. 


AKE the handbook’s definition 

of efficiency: “The highest effi- 
ciency in production is obtained by 
manufacturing the required quan- 
tity of product, of the required 
quality, at the required time, by 
the best and cheapest method.”

hot. I love hot soup, so I use them 
for dessert dishes.

In this product, silicone is com- 
pounded with a spreading agent 
that speedily evaporates on appli- 
cation. Both this liquid and the 
silicone are non-toxic, and the sili- 
cone used is a type removable at 
will with scouring powder. 

Such cleaning-polishing com- 
pounds as “Dri-Glo” and “Pride” 
are examples of another product 
category in which silicone is play- 
ing an important part. Here, its 
use gives the compound “rubbing- 
in” properties far beyond those 
that could be achieved heretofore 
in products of this nature. A greatly 
oversimplified explanation of this 
silicone function is that it furnishes 
a stable, non-oxidizing agent which 
disperses a compound’s wax and 
polishing ingredients and permits 
them to be brought to a high, hard 
gloss that otherwise could be 
achieved only by power bufhing. 
The stability and inorganic nature 
of silicones give the finish imparted 
to a treated surface great dura- 
bility and make it easy to keep 
clean. 

But do not expect all compounds 
that contain silicone to perform 
with equal effectiveness. The qual- 
ity and quantity of a given com- 
pound’s polishing agents are no less 
important than the presence of the 
silicone itself. As in the past, when 
mineral oils furnished the “rub- 
bing-in” agent now supplied by 
silicones, the basic cleaning and 
polishing ingredients and “recipe”

Although the presence of sili- 
cone adds an agent that does away 
with the need for elbow grease and 
creates a harder, easily cleaned 
finish, the silicone content is never- 
theless an accessory to the end 
result. 

Don’t lose sight of the fact, how- 
ever, that silicones although very 
important, aren’t the only chem- 
icals contributing toward better, 
more carefree living. We’ve briefed 
you in foregoing pages on some of 
the others, such as products that 
repel dust, attract and consolidate 
dust picked up by mops or other 
dusting agents, that chemically 
clean ovens, free synthetics of dust- 
attracting static. Still others that 
help the cause chemically are de- 
odorizers for toilet bowls, deodor- 
ants that treat furnishings and 
room air, rug cleaners, finishes, 
detergents, rust removers for sinks 
and tubs or linens, coffee-stain re- 
movers for cleaning coffee-makers 
of residual deposit, and de-staining 
plastic dinnerware and table linens. 
These are only a fraction of what 
already exists and more of these 
chemical wonders are yet to come.

The food is wonderful: whole 
oxen barbecued on spits, all kinds 
of sausages, fried chicken, steckel- 
fish, fresh crisp rolls with rich Alp 
cheese and butter. You'll like the 
noisy side shows, the mouth-water- 
ing displays of local produce, the 
singing, and the dancing. Make 
sure that you are in a carefree state 
of mind to enjoy it all, by securing 
advance hotel reservations. This is 
a popular festival, and the less fore- 
handed often find themselves sleep- 
ing in tents.

The largest market 
is at Wilson, where tours start daily 
from the Chamber of Commerce 
Building at ten in the morning.

SUCCESSFUL invention expands 

with success. It takes in more ter- 
ritory; it turns to new experiments. 
Occasionally it may even return to 
its original purpose. Now it ap- 
pears that Edison wasn’t wrong. It 
looks today as if the phonograph 
may still become a medium of con- 
veying the spoken word. There are 
signs and portents to show that a 
new type of repertoire, made pos- 
sible by the long-playing record, is 
about to become popular. This new 
repertoire includes spoken docu- 
mentaries such as “I Can Hear It 
Now” or “Ike from Abilene” or 
“Adlai Stevenson Speaks” or Bible 
Readings or the poetry Ota Ceanll 
Sandburg recited by himself or a 
record of Elizabeth’s Coronation 
Service. 

But even more entertaining than 
these, and perhaps more signifi- 
cant, is the full-length presentation 
of a play. Not just skinny excerpts, 
but a whole play, a full evening’s 
spoken entertainment, is. now 
brought to you. It is now possible 
for you to stay at home and go 
to theater. 

To be sure, there are limitations 
to such theatergoing. It is a one- 
dimensional theateg, making its ap- 
peal only through sound. Panto- 
mime and pageantry are now 
missing, although some day there 
might be a combination of records 
and home movies which could bring 
the whole theater to us. 

On the other hand, the recorded 
theater has its advantages. First 
and obviously, you can go to it 
any time you wish and without 
leaving the wing chair. Second, you 
can hear every word. You know 
how great an advantage this really 
is if you have ever sat in the back 
rows of the orchestra of a theater, 
strained your ears, and missed half 

| the lines. Third and most impor- 
tant, you can treat yourself to as 
many performances as you wish. 
Which means that the best kind of 
recorded play is the play which 
you want to hear more than once.

The designer of this furniture clearly 
possesses both the past and the pres- 
ent.

ver a recent week end, just loafing* with the 

phonograph and the radio, I heard Beiderbecke 

playing in a Chicago cellar some time around 

1926, a mass composed by Machaut when Chaucer 
was a young man, the inevitable Beethoven, and _ finally 
the mass written by Stravinsky in 1948. 

You can’t pin a time label on that week end, and you 
can’t pin one on this year or on this generation any more 
easily, for the music I heard must have been heard by several 
hundred thousand other people. It had—and this is an indi- 
cation of the speed with which the next America is 
approaching—a commercial audience. 

Someone, therefore, should explain to our dictatorial 
manifesto men that they are being tedious and anachronistic. 
Not. of course, in starting new movements, or in offering 
us different chairs and curtains, different still lifes and con- 
certos, but in assuming that by ringing in their new they 
are ringing out everything else. It doesn’t happen that way 
any more. 

The principal reason for the richer home lives we lead 
today, for the extraordinary expansion of our personality- 
space in the past decade, has been our alertness to exploit 
esthetically our technological victories. That is what has 
transmuted our Yankee gadgetism into a new and peculiarly 
American, as well as universal, kind of humanism. 

We have, for example, used our conquest of space not only 
to travel more, but also to alter the map of our tastes. We 
have ceased, with an abruptness which would have astonished 
Henry James and our other great expatriates of a generation 
ago, to be provincial; we now shop in the world. 

But I think we are still rather reluctant to believe that 


we have vanquished time almost (Please turn the page) 
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continued 


as thoroughly as space, and to draw the revolu- 
tionary consequences which are ready to flow from 
that exciting victory. Although our homes are full 
of signs that “here” in this age of flight means 
“everywhere,” there is not so much evidence that 
we realize “now” can mean all centuries and all 
styles, that the techniques of our industrial 
democracy have metamorphosed “the present” from 
a poor ephemeral point into a great panorama. 
Many of us are still temporally provincial; we don’t 
shop in time. 

I suspect that a false notion of what constitutes 
“modernism” is the cause of this odd sort of 
voluntary impoverishment. Every few years we 
consumers hear mysterious sounds of ruction in the 
art world, and then some one brandishes a mani- 
festo at us and roars that we have entered a new 
period. The locomotive of esthetic history has just 
run over another style. Abstract painting? Extinct. 
Lone live magic realism. Or perhaps it’s the other 

e 
way around. Anyway, eager and a little jumpy 
alter fifty years of noisy cultism, we are much 
too apt to be impressed. 

Most of us have been taught to arrange painting, 
furniture, music, and the rest of the truly domestic 
fine arts in neat, single-file chronologies which 
somehow imply that each style died obediently or 
was bullied to death on the day a new one was born. 

Now of course this is nonsense, and we know it is 
nonsense, in that part of the mind which reflects 
without acting. Mere fashions will fade. creative 
artists will have their intensely individual and 
necessarily contemporary visions, but an authentic 
style is no more mortal than the human mind, 
which is to say that i lasts as long as it works, that 
it is contemporary wherever and whenever it is 
effective. 

This truth is not a recent discovery; it has 
always been tacitly acknowledged in literature, and 
it was an important element in the complex of 
forces which produced the Italian Renaissance. 
What is new is the fact that its power has been in- 
creased a millionfold by twentieth-century methods 
of collection. exhibition. reproduction, and mer- 
chandising to the point where it is now capable of 
transforming the daily lives of all of us. What 
happened to literature when printing was invented 
is now happening to the other arts. The dragon 
Time is dead at last, and we have inherited his 
treasure hoard.

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scarcely begun, but the word “period” has already 
become an absurdly inadequate synonym for 
“style.” There is more Colonial-period furniture in 
our homes today than there ever was in all the 
thirteen colonies, more Romantic-period music 
than there was in all the courts of Germany a century 
ago, more Magdalenian-period cave paintings even, 
if you count reproductions in books, than the 
average Cro-Magnon family knew existed. 

We hear much about the danger of getting stuck 
in the remote past. We should be equally aware of 
the peril of getting stuck in that immediate past 
which we call the present. Although we are right in 
insisting that contemporary life calls for new art 
forms, we do our avant-garde no honor by becoming 
its slaves. It is a corps of specialists whose job is 
to press back the frontiers, not to occupy all the 
available territory. ‘ 

One section of our younger generation of paint- 
ers, for instance, may be moving into a neo-roman- 
tic phase; some critics seem to think so. Fifty 
years ago that might have meant the displacement 
of a rival style; today the process is merely one 
of addition. For the plain fact, which can be sup- 
ported by sales figures, is that we are going to 
enjoy neither expressionism nor impressionism 
exclusively, neither abstractionism nor realism, 
neither X-ism nor Y-ism, but all of these plus all 
the styles of the past, each in its separate and 
stmultaneous glory. 

We can now see that the spectacular triumphs 
of “movements” in the past depended to a great 
extent on the absence of effective competition in 
the arena of public taste. The authority of the 
court, the “school,” the coterie had its roots in 
public ignorance or misunderstanding of the 
alternative. Now that all styles have been brought 
into the present, we must expect to hear the voice 
of the consumer increasingly audible above the 
harangues of the sectarians: “Today is my period. 
for I now have the evidence that artistic truth is 
infinitely plural.” 

Where does that declaration of independence 
leave “modernism”? Well, right where it ought to 
be: with us as free individuals. To be modern, 
we say, is to be contemporary. We all understand 
this very well in a negative way; no one wants a 
Gothic refrigerator. What we sometimes forget is 
the positive content of “contemporary’—that most 
chameleonic of words. We overlook the fact that to

RADITIONAL FURNITURE 
GETTING MORE MODER

...A NEW DECK 


Don't let a high foundation keep your family from 
joying modern outdoor living on a big terrace. Build a 
deck-terrace at the same floor level as your living room. 
There is a size and style for every kind 


house and budget. We show four here 


Vike of fine old houses were built before America dis- 
covered modern indoor-outdoor living. Most of these houses 
sit up on a high foundation. Getting in or out involves 
climbing three or four steps, which puts a psychological 
barrier between you and the garden. 

It is easy to add a modern terrace to such a house without 
costly regrading. The solution is to build a deck at the 
same level with your inside floor line. Thus you get an 
unbroken relationship between indoors and outdoors which, 
in turn, improves the usability of the outdoors. 

A deck can be completely self-supporting and entirely 
independent of the house, so it exerts no pressure on the 
foundation wall. Natural drainage patterns in the soil are 
unchanged and air circulates freely under a deck. This is

Don’t worry about spoiling the looks of a good old house 
by adding a good modern terrace or deck. It can make 
your old house look better sited by tying it down to the 
eround visually. Your house will probably appear to rest 
more solidly on its new structural platform, thus elimi- 
nating the “stuck-up” look that so clearly “dates” many 
old high-set houses. 

The deck that works like a terrace is sure to bring a 
major change in the way your family lives because it makes 
outdoor living more readily available. Consider the deck 
before you dismiss the modernization of an otherwise fine 
old house. Don’t let the high foundation and those steps 
scare you. You will be adding a new way of life.

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THE COOKS DAY IN 


One woman's story of how she uses the new system of kitchen 
management we call Chain Cooking to produce the finest food with the 
least work. Her three secrets were: better-planned shopping, getting 


a freezer for which she “didn't have the room,” and quantity cooking 


L was when I began to find myself spending too much 
of my precious time on the highway rounding up our food 
that | began to realize that something drastic had to be 
done about it. Our food bills were soaring, to say nothing 
of the gasoline involved. | seemed to do nothing but work 
with food. Entertaining was nightmarish, involving last- 
minute flurries of shopping and cooking that left me worn 
out and in no mood to enjoy our guests. 

The net result of looking all these pressures straight in 
the eye was the decision that we had to have a freezer. 
And | had to reorganize the way | was shopping and cook- 
ing. | wanted time just to live and enjoy the children. 

As a field researcher for House BeautiruL, | had heard 
Elizabeth Gordon tell about the big and basi¢ changes the 
freezer was making in the lives of other women. | couldn’t 
quite see what she meant. 

My friends who had freezers never thought of them ex- 
cept as a place to squirrel away food “for an emergency,” 
or “for when the crowd drops in,” or because there was 
“a good buy” on asparagus. Many of my neighbors kept 
supplies of esoteric goodies from the city markets. But by 
and large their thinking seemed to be in terms of great quan- 
tities of two or three things: sides of beef. gallons of ice 
cream, dozens of loaves of bread. What they stored didn’t 
seem to change their day-to-day working time at all. And 
what | wanted was daily reliel—relief from having to do 
the same things over and over again each day. 

About two years ago Elizabeth Gordon began to talk 
about something women were doing that she called “Chain 
Cooking.”

I am deep i 
Chain Cooking and would never go back to the old. hard wa 
With the advent of my freezer. a new kind of kitchet 
operation I call the “cooking spree” or the cook’s day t 
has come into my life.

One of the things people in north- 
western Illingis are fondest of show- 
ing off is the Blackhawk Trail, 
Route 2 along the Rock River north 
of Dixon. Favorite time for showing 
it is October, when the leaves have 
turned.

To give you a good the 
Coronado ferry leaves: the foot of 
the Pacific Highway in San Diego 
every 10 minutes, and even on the 
short trip over gives you wonderful 
close-ups of those enormous, air- 
craft carriers, destroyers, and light 
cruisers of the U. S. Pacific Fleet 
which are a characteristic sight of 

San Diego Bay. The fleet’s air-arm 
is based on North Island, considers 
Coronado its home. 

Approached this way, Coronado 
has the look of an island. It feels 
like an island, too, with a water- 
regulated climate which is unusu- 
ally equable even for Southern 
California, varying only from the 
high to the low sixties, summer to 
winter. Its wide avenues are lined 
with palms, its gardens brilliant the 
year around. Here is deep-sea fish- 


ing unexcelled. And here, decorat- 
ing Glorietta Bay, is the bright- 


sailed Rainbow fleet, tiny boats so 
easy to maneuver in the calm 
waters of the bay that even an 
amateur can risk a try. 

Its showpiece is the famous Coro- 
nado Hotel, built in 1888 by two 
Midwesterners who, like so many 
since, had retired to San Diego. It 
has since been modernized, but it 
still retains the elegance and charm 
of the Gay Nineties. Try for lunch 
in the huge Crown dining room. Or, 
if time fails you, at least pause to 
admire the gardens; and to click 
a shutter at its odd, much photo- 
graphed conical tower. 

From Coronado, you take the Sil- 
ver Strand Boulevard straight south 
toward Mexico. There’s a_ state 
park alongside, and you can stop 
most anywhere for a swim, either 
in the turbulent surf of the Pacific 
on one side, or in the quieter bay 
At the end of San 
Diego Bay you turn briefly east to 
join Route 101 for the rest of your

The soup, because it was a 
warmish night, was cold—a fruit 
soup, probably more Scandinavian 
than Mexican in inspiration. It had 
nothing to do with the theme, and 
probably nobody ever intended it 
for a soup. It was S & W’s new 
Liquid Apple, not at all like cider, 
almost creamy in look and texture, 
I added a cup of dry white wine 
to a quart bottle of Liquid Apple, 
let bits of cinnamon. stick float 
about in small crystal bowls along 
with a few clinking ice cubes and 
sprays of fresh mint. 

Arranged in big-sectioned dishes 
were canned chili con carne with- 
out beans, seasoned as described 
previously; canned Mexican-style 
pinto beans fried; tamales lightly 
sprinkled with grated cheese and 
heated in the oven; yellow rice 
ever-so-lightly flavored with saffron, 
and macaroni shells (or you could 
use elbows) buttered and sprinkled 
with parsley. A choice of savory 
scatterings to be added to the 
beans, the meat, the rice or the 
whole plate were sliced radishes and 
sweet Italian onions—so thin they 
were transparent as tissue paper— 
chopped spring onions, too, the 
tender stalks as well as the tops, 
sprinkled with a little vinegar. 
There was a bowl of chilled sour 
cream with a scatter of cumin seed 
to echo the cumin in the chili. 
There was shredded New York 
State cheddar. And a big bowl of 
shredded garden lettuce. 

For the breadstuff. we had sopa- 
pillas, hot puffy little “pillows,” 
full of air like a popover. I made 
them from Ballard’s canned oven- 
ready biscuits. patted thin as thin 
can be, cut into quarters and 
dropped, 2 or 3 at a time, for a 
hot minute into the deep fat fryer, 
400° F. Odd and wonderful to serve 
throughout the meal—or with 
honey or syrup as dessert. Their 
secret: The dough must be very 
thin, the fat very hot! 

For dessert we had a cinnamon- 
flecked Spanish-Texas version of 
Floating Island—natillas made 
from a packaged Flan Mix (put 
up in Cleveland, of all places). 
Royal Custard-flavored Pudding 
Mix would do as well. This one 
time I had a can of mangoes to 
hide in the custard.

For those who like curry and

And everyone tells you 
how the fragrance of an apple or- 
chard in October, the scent of cider 
mills, and even a whiff of apple 
blossom wafts through the house as 
the pie is being baked. 

The recipe is unlike any other you 
have ever tried. It tastes like the 
juicy part of a deep-dish apple pie, 
one that is made in early autumn 
from the pick of green apples. 

Line an 8-inch pie pan with regu- 
lar pastry, your own or made from 
a mix. For the filling, combine 2 egg 
yolks with 2 cups water, 14 cup of 
the very finest apple cider vinegar. 
Add 1 tablespoon melted butter. 
Mix 4 cup flour with 44 cup sugar; 
stir into vinegar mixture. Add 4 
teaspoon lemon extract, if it’s 
handy. Bake in a very hot oven, 
450° F., 10 minutes—that’s to set 
the crust. Then reduce the heat to 
moderate, 350° F., and bake 20 to 
30 minutes. Cool thoroughly for 
several hours so that the filling will 
set.

Y POINT here may seem obvi- 
M ous, but I think it is worth mak- 
ing for emphasis. It is this: The art- 
ist, intensely aware of his personal 
vision and faced by the enormous 
difficulty of the simplest act of 
creation, is usually a one-style or 
at least a one-style-every-decade 
creature; the customer is not. Van 
Gogh produced nothing but Van 
Goghs. We, however, should re- 
member that we are free, that we 
are under no obligation to let his 
blue flame blind us to the beauty 
of El Greco’s gray flame, and that 
the only condition attached to this 
freedom is the usual one: We must 
exercise it. 

To be modern is to undergo a 
continuous enlargement of the sen- 
sibility. It has been said that the 
first modern man was an unknown 
Italian peasant who uncovered a 
marble Venus with his plow and 
realized she was beautiful. It’s a 
pretty allegory, but I would add 
that the fellow was being very Me- 
dieval indeed when he immediately 
smashed a Gothic Virgin to make 
room for his new goddess. 

Some of the more faint-hearted 
among us may be frightened by our 
success in liberating all the styles 
of the past. Here they come, swarm- 
ing down on us with the speed of 
the color press and the electron, 
the persuasiveness of an American 
sales organization, and each mem- 
ber of the host seems to have his 
own standard. We can no longer 
hoist a banner with “Romantic” or 
“Classical,” “Modern” or “Period,” 
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on it and flay about us with q) 
joyous certitude.

A description of cooking chickens 
a la Method No. 1 should illustrate 
the way much of my cooking inter- 
locks, so that the product of one 
pot becomes the backbone of two or 
three other dishes, thus making 
the whole operation much more efh- 
cient and productive than cooking 
each chicken by itself. With half 
an hour of preparation, plus four 
hours of cooking time (when I don’t 
have to hang around the kitchen) 
I produce 54 servings of six differ- 
ent dishes. Not bad productivity, 
is it? Here’s how it works. 

The day before I plan to do the 
biggest part of the cooking, I buy 
eight or nine chickens wherever I 
can find the best value. I get a 
fricassee hen (not for fricassee 
but for the soup pot and the 
bumper crop of rich golden fat that 
comes with it), four plump roasting 
chickens, and _ three or 
medium-size fryers. 

When I get home I start the soup 
and cook two of the roasters. This 
takes hardly any time and gives me 
a big jump on the cooking Ill do 
the next day. First of all I pull 
off some fat from the fricassee hen 
and from any of the other chickens

that might have any here and there. 
This is carefully saved, because I 
use chicken fat in many ways in- 
stead of butter and to fortify the 
flavor of other chickens. 

Then I put the whole fricassee 
hen in a deep pot, cover it with 
cold water and slowly bring it to a 
boil. When it is boiling I add lots 
of fresh parsley, an 
salt, three or 


onion, some 


four peppercorns, 
and a teaspoon of tarragon, turn 


it to the lowest possible simmer, 


cover it tightly, and cook it just 
as long as I can. The longer it 


cooks the richer the stock will be, 
and leaving the feet on the chicken

Spinach Purée 


In making the spinach purée I 
use six packages of Birds Eye 
frozen chopped spinach and cook it 
in two large pots just until the 
frozen blocks disintegrate, and sim- 
mer about two minutes. Then I 
drain and cool it, and make about 
1% cups of very thick cream sauce. 

I line up the collander of spinach, 
the cream sauce, and a large bowl 
to receive the proceeds next to 
the electric blender and purée it 
all, a half a blender-containerful at 
a time so that it doesn’t spatter. 
Each batch gets a large spoonful 
of cream sauce. When it is all 
blended I season it to taste with 
salt and pepper, nutmeg, mace, and 
grated lemon peel. A little scraped 
onion or onion powder is good too. 
I usually package it in 114-pint 
plastic containers. 


Beef Stew for the Freezer 


The stew is known at our house 
by the unlovely name of “Freezer 
Stew” because it is especially de- 
signed for freezing. I found that 


the standard stew vegetables 





carrots, potatoes, onions—became 
stringy and mushy after freez- 
ing so I decided to invent a recipe 
without them. The vegetables are 
then cooked fresh and added to the 
stew when it is served. This works 
very well and is very little extra 
trouble as most of the real work 
of making stew is in meat cooking. 
I start with eight pounds of 
lean beef cut in inch squares. 
These are seared without fat on a 
liberally salted iron skillet. Then 
as they brown they are transferred 
to a large kettle. After all the beef 
is browned I add a large lump of 
butter to the skillet and sauté two 
cloves of garlic and two sliced 
onions in it (these for flavor only). 
When they are golden brown I stir 
in about a cup of red wine to soak 
up all the pan drippings, and then 
add everything to the meat in the 
kettle. I also add salt, eight pepper- 
corns, a bay leaf, Worcestershire 
sauce, two sliced potatoes (for 
thickening), and four to six cups 
of diluted Campbell’s Bouillon. 
The stew simmers very slowly, 
tightly covered, for about three 
hours or until the meat is barely 
tender. Then it is cooled, skimmed, 
and the meat is removed. I purée 
the remaining gravy in a blender 
so it will not become separated in 
freezing, combine the meat and 


glass 


gravy again and package it in 
or plastic. 
When it is served I reheat it in 
a double boiler and cook some thin- 
ly sliced carrots, onions, and pota- 
toes to serve with it. 
(Please turn the page) 
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The best way to do this is to 
melt two tablespoons of butter in 
a skillet, then add the vegetables 
and a quarter of a oup of broth 
or water. As soon as it begins to 
steam, sprinkle the vegetables with 
salt and pepper and a good pinch 
of marjoram (fresh if possible) 
and cover the skillet tightly. Sim- 
mer until barely done and serve the 
vegetables straight from the skillet, 
arranged around the stew on a hot 
platter, and with a bottle of red 
wine to pass with it. 


Grapefruit Sherbet 


In making the sherbet I use the 
standard recipe for grapefruit sher- 
bet on page 777 of Mrs. Rom- 
bauer’s revised The Joy of Cooking, 
making four times the amount and 
using frozen grapefruit and orange 
juice. I also beat the sherbet very 
thoroughly one extra time before I 
put it into freezer containers. 


Method No. 3 (little jobs of pre- 
paring “stand-bys” and “partially 
readys”) is good for the morale, 
because many quick and simple 
freezer jobs are done at once, so 
that the yield is tremendous and 
the work rather easy. Most of the 
things are in the realm of prepara- 
tion or packaging of cooking in- 
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gredients so that they are ready 
in the freezer for any culinary 
whim or creative urge that may 
suddenly come upon you. 

For instance I freeze whipping 
cream (for whipping and cooking 
only) in regular ice cube trays, 
and then when the cubes are solid 
I take them out and put them in 
a plastic bag. Mushrooms are 
tossed into a plastic bag unpeeled, 
unwashed, and whole. They are 
thawed about 20 minutes when used 
and then can be easily peeled and 
trimmed. They are easier to handle 
half frozen than if they are allowed 
to thaw completely. 

Lemon juice and concentrated 
soup stocks can also be frozen in 
ice-cube trays, and you can make 
little seasoning bouquets of pars- 
ley, chives, celery tops and other 
fresh herbs. Just wash them, tie 
them together and shake almost 
dry, and put them into plastic bags. 
I chop onions for future recipes 
and put little plastic 
lunchbox cups, and make up small 


them in 


containers of basic cream sauce. 
If I happen to have any leftover 
vegetables or fish (if not I use 


cheese), I use some of the cream 
sauce combined with it in a basic 
souflé mixture, complete except 
for the eggs. These are added at 
cooking time, after the base has 
completely thawed and come up to 
room temperature. It works like a 
charm with any soufflé recipe. 

During one of these sessions I 
usually season and wrap individual- 
ly several dozen hamburgers, make 
up enough sandwiches to last for 
several weeks of school lunches 
and picnics, and perhaps fix several 
loaves of garlic bread or some hors 
d’oeuvres. 

While ’m working I like to have 
a soup simmering on the stove or 
perhaps a dozen or so large arti- 
chokes cooking so that I can freeze 
the hearts and have them all ready 
for any of a number of recipes 
that can then be made on the spur 
of the moment. 

Sometimes I bake plain cake-mix 
white or golden cakes in square 
layers, or cake-mix cup cakes. 
These I freeze unfrosted as I like 
the way they freeze better than 
frosted cakes, and they can also be 
used all sorts of ways—with fruit

a bright and colorful show for the 
few weeks remaining before freez- 
ing weather ends the garden season. 
Growth occurred weeks ago, either 
when the plants were in a sunny, 
out-of-the-way part of your garden 
or in a commercial nursery. Now 
the plants need only sunshine and 
water as they rush into bloom in an 
attempt to produce seeds to per- 














petuate themselves.

People say: Buy plants 
grown locally; they are better 
adapted to the local climate. 


The truth: Adaptability to 
climate is inherited, not ac- 
quired in plants. The best 
plants to buy are those grown 
under ideal conditions (wher- 
ever these occur, locally or at 
a distance) for the particular 
plant. Then you start with the 
most vigorous plant possible. 
This helps overcome the shock 
always involved in transplant- 
ing, whether in moving the 
plant a mile or 1,000 miles. 





People say: When in doubt, 
lime the soil. 


The truth: Most plants grow 
best when the soil is slightly 
acid (pH 6 to 6.5), so add 
lime only if a chemical test 
shows that it is needed. An 
excess of lime makes the plant 


food unavailable to your 


plants, eventually results in 
death of the plants. You can 
buy a simple soil-testing kit 
for less than $5.

ton Cross. Its popularity is no 
doubt partly due to Cross’s long 
association with the Saturday after- 
noon broadcasts, but it may also be 
due to the fact that the stories of 
the operas are given really com- 
plete, and therefore the book is un- 
beatable for actual plot-following 
point by point, scene by scene, im- 
plausible coincidence by implausi- 
ble coincidence. Cross tells you 
precisely when the arias are com- 
ing on and gives you the first line. 
It is virtually impossible to become 
lost on so well marked a road. 

Seventy-two operas are included 
in this closely printed text, a text 
which is unleavened by humor, 
anecdote, or attempts at good style. 
The facts are there, and that is 
what you want in a_plot-telling 
book. 

A handsomer book and_ better 
written is The Victor Book of Op- 
eras by Louis Biancolli and Robert 
Bagar. Its plot-telling, however, is 
on the sketchy side, particularly for 
the less known operas. 


RNEST NEWMAN’S books on 

opera, particularly More Stories 
of Famous Operas, are something 
else again. Here you will find style, 
urbanity, humor, and affection com- 
bined with great scholarship. After 
reading this book (do so before you 
give it away as a gift), you will 
understand why Newman has the 
reputation as the finest of the living 
writers on music. 

The book is much more than a 
plot-teller. It is a discussion of the 
music, a sketching in of the his- 
torical background, a comparison 
of play or novel from which the 
opera is taken, with the libretto and 
an evaluation of the worth of the 
work. The book is worth reading if 
only for the delightful essays on 
Richard Strauss’s Der Rosenkava- 
lier and Johann Strauss’s Die Fled- 
ermaus, an opera not usually 
deemed worthy of analysis. 

Also by Ernest Newman is The 
Wagner Operas, which does for 
Wagner what More Stories does for 
other operas. Here the scholarship 
of the author is even more deeply 
applied. His discussion of Tristan 
and Isolde, for example, includes a 
tracing of the various forms in 
which the Tristan legend appeared 
in world saga and literature up to 
the time that Wagner got hold of it. 
Engrossing! 

The best history for the non-tech- 
nical music lover is The Opera, a 
History of Its Creation and Per- 
formance, by Wallace Brockway 
and Herbert Weinstock. The Opera 
makes clear the connection between 
operatic composers and their in-

l have seen many good houses. I have seen some ereat houses. 
And we have been showing them regularly. But this is the 
first time I have wanted to say to you, “This is it! This is

There is a good deal that is personal in my feelings, I readily 
admit. But it is my sincere belief that a good house is a per- 
sonal house, and a great house is the most personal of all. 
A house separated from the people who live in it is as dead 
as a body separated from life. For a house at its finest is not 
a piece of sculpture or a composition in space. It is all this 
and much more. It is a home. 


Of course one man’s home may not be another’s. No more

the great house he now lives in. Ever since childhood he has been 
working this way with his hands, informing his mind with the 
experience of his senses. 

Our architects of this spirit build like men who know the earth, 
who know the nature of wood and stone and people. They work from 
a fullness and richness of experience, and not from a dry-as-dust 
esthetics that has been refined to nothingness. They design with a 
sense of the variety of life, and not with the false sense of academic 
forms and proportions—false because such forms are lifeless in 
themselves and depriving of life in others. 

The trouble with the intellectual purist is that he tends to reject 
—he tends to believe that there is only one novel, one poem, one style, 
one school of cooking that is worth while. His program—and here he’s 
the same as the formalist or classicist in architecture—is to eliminate 
more and more until he’s down to practically nothing (witness the 
well-known slogan of Mies van der Rohe, beinahe nichts or “almost 
nothing”). He then, of course, produces practically nothing. 

“All architectural values are human values, or not valuable,” Frank 
Lloyd Wright has written in When Democracy Builds. “Human values 
are always life-giving, never life-taking.” 

That’s the heart of the architecture of humanism. It’s architecture 
measured by man—what it does to him and for him, the life it 
encourages, the horizons it opens, the freedom it inspires, the beauty 
it creates, the awareness it arouses in man himself. 

But all men speak of Man. The good architects and the not-so-good 
architects. The poets as well as the versifiers. The realists as 
much as the abstract artists. How does one ever know what kind 
of man is meant, in their philosophy, when their work is so clearly 
different? 

I put the question to Mr. Parker. His answer was slow in coming. 

“1 don’t think I can tell you,” he said. 

“How do you design a house for people?” I persisted. 

“JT don’t design for ‘people.’ he said. “I design for clients, very 
particular clients, because they want a house that is theirs and not 
someone else’s. I don’t design a house J personally would like to 
live in. I design a house I would like to live in if I were they. I try 
to feel my way into their position and give them a house they want 
and need and can afford. I try to help them live the life they will enjoy. 
And there is no formula. It all starts with the individuals themselves— 
their habits. their values, their savings, and their dreams too. Dreams 
are part of them.” 

He became more fluent as he went on. 

“J don’t design for abstract people, but for real people,” he said. 
“Tf don’t think about Man, but about individuals, individuals like Walt 
Whitman—strutting down the road. beard blowing, four-square. That’s 
what a human being is and that’s what he’s for. That’s what appealed 
to Whitman and that’s why I can understand him. He was a man who 
felt the pulse beating in everyone, w ho knew the dignity and integrity 
of each person, who knew the joy of life, of the earth, the sky, the men 


he ran into. That’s what I think of (Please turn to page 326)

“First, a good site. Pick one at the most 
difficult spot—pick a site no one wants — 
but pick one that has features making for character:

The Pace Setter got down to earth about five years 
ago. The Parkers were a young couple in their very 
early thirties with four children and no more money 
than most couples their age. They were already living in 
their own house, begun by Mr. Parker while he was still 


in the navy 





and built with his own hands, by the way. 
It cost him $1,218.61 in cash and 34 years of spare 
time labor! (We published that one in March 1946. He 
uses it as his office now.) Complete story on page 316. 

They needed a larger house (who doesn’t?). but they 
couldn’t afford to buy one or build one (who can?). All 
they had was enough money to buy the site for one. 
So they went ahead and bought it. 

That’s the first moral for us in their story. Don’t wait 
until all the conditions are perfect before you set about 
building the house you want and need. Who would get 
married if everything had to be perfect? Or have a 
child? Or start a new business? Or want to be born? 

So, if you have enough money to buy the land for your 
house, start looking for it now. You'll learn a lot about 
sites and site planning just by looking. You'll never learn 
anything by thinking about looking. Look for a plot with 
“disadvantages.” A slope. a pit, rocky ground. You'll find 
it is cheaper and will give you a more interesting house 
when you finally build on it. 

The site the Parkers bought was not ideal -in the

he soundness of this plan is evident in the way it 
adapts itself to a sloping lot, and, in so doing, 
achieves numerous esthetic and functional benefits.

()" of the greatest pleasures of life is to build a house 
for one’s self. There is a peculiar satisfaction even 
in planting a tree from which you hope to eat the fruit 
or in the shade of which you hope to repose. But how 
much greater the pleasure in planting the roof-tree, the 
tree that bears the golden apples of home and hospitality, 
and under the protection of which you hope to pass the 
remainder of your days.... 

Unless one builds with modesty and simplicity, and 
with a due regard to the fitness of things, his house will 
always be a wound, an object of offense upon the fair 
face of the landscape. Indeed, to build a house that 
shall not offend the wise eye, that shall not put Nature 
and all her gentle divinities to shame, is the great prob- 
lem. In such matters, not to displease the eye is to 
please the heart. 

Probably the most that is to be aimed at in doing 
domestic architecture is negative beauty, a condition of 
things which invites or suggests beauty to those who are 
capable of the sentiment, because a house, truly viewed, is 
but a setting, a background, and is not to be pushed to 
the front and made much of for its own sake.

The Master Bathroom 


As it should be, the master bathroom is an integral 
part of the master bedroom. Its nearness, its size, 
its physical attractiveness, all contribute to conjugal 
harmony. Mrs. Parker wanted a large bath, one all 
of a piece, not divided into cubicles like the children’s 
baths. So it is large and roomy enough to avoid traffic 
problems when two are trying to dress. There is space 
for air flow circulated through high windows, or 


helped in breathless weather by the wall fan. There 





is little danger of clouds of claustrophobic steaminess 
developing here. even after a succession of showers. 

This constant showering calls for practical floor 
covering. Cotton carpeting, fitted wall to wall for a 
luxury look, is laid in 36-inch strips, joined by mask- 
ing tape, and sized for the automatic washer. If a sec- 
tion gets soiled or sodden, it is whisked up, washed, 
dried, dropped back in place and re-taped in a matter 
of a few hours. Hardly more trouble than washing the 
bath towels, yet its cool whiteness is rewarding. Bobo, 
the youngest, has been found here after a surreptitious 
shower, curled up asleep, having succumbed in happy 
abandon to the velvety lushness before he could dash 
back to his own room.

The perfect slip cover 


and how to make it 


A slip cover can be a wonderful convenience, or it 
can be an abomination. Every small detail of how they 
are made is important to their trim, tailored appearance, 
their washability, ironability, and their squirm-proof 
characteristics. 

To make a better slip cover, you must analyze what 
is the matter with existing ones so you avoid the 
same mistakes. House BEAUTIFUL tried to correct four 
weaknesses in current slip-covering methods: weltings 
that shrink (even though fabric doesn’t), boxings that 


are hard to iron, zippers that show and/or scratch. 
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A high fidelity music system was 
integrated into the built-in seating 
of the living room. The woodwork 
of the seating became the housing 
for the electronic components. Base 
of seat was left uncushioned, to be- 
come table top. Inclined back of 
seating was hinged so space be- 
hind could be used for record stor- 
age. (See cross section above.) 
Thus, several problems were solved 
in one move: seating, record stor- 
age, built-in music became an in- 
tegrated whole. Loud speaker has 
fine acoustics, is high on wall at 
right, is two-directional, and serves

H... is an idea that truly sets a pace. For it shows 
how to get one-third more living area out of the same} 
house. And for only $1 a square foot! 

There’s nothing new about a penthouse and a roof 
garden. They’ve been on tall buildings for years— 
oases of green, nostalgic glamour in deserts of stone} 
and steel. 

But it zs definitely new to put an air-conditioned} 
room, a white tiled dance floor, and a sky garden on the) 
roof of a private house. For until now the roofs of 
houses have been only waste space, put to no use but 
that of keeping off the elements. 

The top roof of this Pace Setter is a flat concrete 
slab. It was necessary to put some kind of protective 
coating on it to keep moisture from soaking into the 
fine pores. The normal procedure for weather-proofing 
flat roofs is to mop on several coatings of black 
asphalt, sealing the roof but also making it unfit for 
walking on and also making it a perfect setup for the 
intense heat of the sun to soak deeply into the black- 
ness and finally into and through the concrete. Thus 
this roof (and any roof of a dark color) would have 
been turned into a huge radiator shining its heat all 
night and much of the day at the people underneath, 

But Mr. Parker killed two birds with one stone. He 
surfaced his roof with white tile, thus insulating it, 
because the solar heat is reflected away so it never 


enters the roof at all. But he also chose a material 





that could be more than insulation—a hard walking 
surface. durable, decorative. waxable and therefore 
danceable. (We think this is the first time a white tiled) 
walking surface has ever been used as roof insulation.) 
Thus was created a place so glamorous that the 
photograph across the page only hints at its scope, for 
it shows only one of its moods. Here are 2,500 square 
feet of living space that is usually thrown away. It 
cost the Parkers about $1 a square foot to make it| 
more than the usual roof. Mr. Parker figured he would | 
have had to spend about $750 to surface it in some tra- | 


ditional way that would have (Turn to page 257)

kept out the weather but would not have been insulative. 
So he deducts this from what he spent on the tile installation, 
which means that the true cost of the tiling and insulating 
was $2,750, a little more than $1 a square foot. 

But they gain a new multi-purpose living area of great 
beauty: an evening party terrace more glamorous than any- 
thing offered at the flossiest country clubs or swankest night 
clubs, a sun deck for winter days, a tree-top garden that is 
completely out of the way of the hubbub of family life, and 
a place for a be-by-yourself room of many uses. 

The insulation part of the roof is like a big unexpected 
dividend. For as a stopper of solar heat the roof is very 
efficient. House BEAUTIFUL sent a heating engineer to take 
instrument readings of all the factors that go into the 
performance of this new idea. 

On a hot July day, with a clear sunny sky, the tile on 
the roof registered only 100 degrees in full sun, while 
another part of the concrete roof, not surfaced with any- 
thing, registered 130 degrees. And below the tile-surfaced 
roof in the living room the temperature was 85 degrees at 
the level of sitting or standing. 

The whiteness was reflecting away the heat, instead of 
absorbing it and turning the roof into a huge slab of hot 
radiator. (This is the reason why nearly all the airlines 
have painted the upper half of their fuselages white.) The 
Parkers say that turning the roof white has improved their 
comfort conditions by 10 to 15 degrees. (The story of the 
air conditioning and climate control of the room on the 
roof will appear in a later issue.

The roof room was furnished to be an office-at-home. 
Mrs. Parker helps her husband with the billing and 
accounting for his architectural practice. He de- 
signed a special file cabinet which is also a typewrit- 
er table. When unused, it closes up out of sight. 
Closed, it looks like an end table for lamps, books. 
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The plan of the roof looked so interesting by the 
time all the problems were solved that it was used 
as the design for the rug in the retreat. Above 
you see the actual roof plan. At the left you see 
the rug, brought out onto the roof to be photo- 
graphed, lying beside the skylights and plant 
boxes that inspired it. The colors of the pattern 
in the tiling were used inside the room—in the 
hand-hooked rug, in the fabrics and stationery, 


in the machine-embroidery on the percale sheets.

L you want to be one, you’re already well on the way 
toward becoming a gourmet, a modern epicure. There is 
only one essential—a state of mind. 

So much has been said and written on the subject. Most 
of it—with all due regard—simply isn’t so. So many people 
who think they are, aren’t gourmets at all. And, on the other 
hand, many who may never have taken the time to analyze 
their reactions, qualify as gourmets in the best sense of the 
word, They are, without knowing it, connoisseurs, appre- 
ciators of the joys of the palate, practitioners of the most 
sociable, the most available, the most frequently enjoyed 
of all the arts of daily living. 

Just what is a gourmet? One who knows, enjoys, eats, 
serves, and probably, in this servantless era, prepares fine 
and interesting food. 

But say the word “epicurean” or “gourmet” and some 
people immediately jump to the conclusion, “there’s wine in 
it’ :.. it’s flavored with herbs’~ . =< (lots of sarlic™ 4).

foot wide balcony beyond the 
persianas it optically gains more 
space in one direction.

her, we began to get results. Now 
we know what to do. 

The result is that we have six 
very different gardens, each geared 
to its specific micro-climate. Most 
exciting to us is the tiny garden 
just outside our kitchen window. 
Very little direct sunlight and no 
wind ‘gets in here, so it’s a won- 
derful home for tender, tropical 
plants. They grow here, lush, damp, 
and deep green as we imagine the 
most exciting tropical jungle. Re- 
movable bamboo slats for summer 
help make it shady and protect the 
class wall in the kitchen from the 
hot sun. 

This garden will take years to 
develop fully, because here I hope 
to make a collection of the inter- 
esting aroids which are rather dif- 
ficult to collect.

much as a good architect. Why? 
Because a good house is only good 
if it’s good for the people who live 
in it, good for the site it’s built 
on, or the climate it’s built for. 
It’s not a good house because it 
looks like another house, however 
much publicized or copied. It’s 
good only in terms of the condi- 
tions it’s supposed to meet. 

As a matter of fact, it takes a 
good client to pick a good architect 
to begin with—one whose work has 
been seen “in the flesh,” with whom 
understanding is mutually possible. 
This is the next phase of the house 
you'll want to live in and for which 
you have now selected, with the 
architect, the site needed. (Remem- 
ber: Good, bad, or indifferent, most 
architects charge about the same 
percentage of the total cost of the 
house, so yours might as well be 
the best you can find.) 

Here is where you vegin to learn 
the facts of building life. where 
you'll learn to surmount the insur- 
mountable, spend money you don’t 
have for things you must have. And 
so you should! Because that’s the 
way to have them while you can 
enjoy them. 

A man’s resources are not simply 
the money he has in the bank. It is 
his confidence in himself, in his 
ability to make a living with his 
hands and his brains. That’s the 
great capital possessed by the pio- 
neers—and it can still build the 
house you can’t afford. 

Learn to know yourself and your 
family. If you don’t really like to 
read, don’t plan a room that will 
be wasted on a library. Plan one 
for what you do like: music, fam- 
ily games, or just sitting around 
with a newspaper and a TV set. 

Discuss your special case with 
your architect. He’s the doctor and 
he depends on your telling him ex- 
actly what he must know. Be flexi- 
ble when he advises you from the 
wealth of his experiences and edu- 
cation. But learn all you can. ‘The 
more you know the better your 
house will be when you finally get 
around to building it. And the bet-

mean by organic architecture? 

To put it best, he means a sense 
of life and living forms. The phrase 
was used by his beloved master. 
Louis Sullivan, who tried to de- 
scribe its extraordinarily rich mean- 
ing many times and many years 
ago. One can do little more than 
that, because in the sense that 
life cannot be defined, the phrase 
organic architecture is indefinable. 
All one can do is offer examples 
and describe some of its methods 
and manifestations. 

The organic architecture that 
Sullivan and Frank Lloyd Wright 
have sought is the architecture of 
life and the realities of life. “To 
live, really to live,” Sullivan has 
written, “is the consummation of 
existence. To half live is to fail 
utterly, is to die standing. All life 
is organic. It manifests itself 
through organs, through structures. 
through functions. That which is 
grows, de- 
differ- 


entiates, organ after organ. struc- 


alive acts, organizes, 


velops, unfolds, expands. 
ture after structure, form after 


form, function after function.” 


] rchitecture that is organic re- 
\ sembles (but never imitates) the 
organic forms that occur in nature. 
It is like a tree that is conditioned 
by the soil and the climate of the 
region in which it is growing. And 
as an oak, no two of which are 
identical, rises from the earth ac- 
cording to its own nature and 
belonging to the ground, so does a 
house organically designed. 

It is different in different regions 
and when designed for different 
people, since it is the creative prod- 
uct of all its conditions—the nature 
of the site, the nature of the ma- 
terials, the nature of the tools used. 
and the nature of the human beings 
it shelters and of the human beings 
who conceive it and build it. 

There is an organic relationship 
between the appearance and form 
of the structure and the interior 
spaces and functions of the house; 
in this sense form and function 
are one. The beauty achieved is the 
beauty of a flower in the field— 
never false, never pretending to be 
what it is not, appealing by simply 
existing, graceful for reasons of 
structure alone, completely satis- 
fying when only fulfilling itself. 

The key word is nature, whether 
the nature of materials or the 
nature of human beings. It is not. 
as Mr. Wright has pointed out. 
nature in the sense of the outdoors.

Simultaneously, there is the dan- 
ger of monotony and boredom in 
an obvious pattern repeated ad 
nauseam and ad infinitum. It is 
somewhat like a breathless day 
when not a breeze is stirring and 
the sky is an unrelieved expanse 
of blue. For a while it gives pleas- 
ure. After days of the same thing 
it gives less and less pleasure. 

So one of the primary concerns 
of all artists—of all people con- 
cerned with beauty in oil, stone, 
words, wood, fabrics, or anything 
else—is to establish a pleasing pat- 
tern, and then to relieve the pattern 
with variation from the pattern. 
Pattern, nevertheless, remains the 
primary concern—at least it has 
for most of the long history of art 


and architecture. 


OW does the Pace Setter estab- 
lish pattern? 

First, in its over-all, architec-

tural impression, there is 
slabs and the smaller one covering 
the roof pavilion.

Theee slabs are cantilevered and 
the principle of the cantilever is 
deliberately repeated in the basic 
pieces of furniture in the house. 
(We have used as an example of 
the cantilever the way a waiter car- 
ries a tray with one hand.) This 
is one specific manner in which the 
architect integrated the design of 
the built-ins with the architecture 
of the house. Look again at the 
sofas on pages 261 and 262 for a 
demonstration of how the principle 
was applied, and with what splen- 
did effect in creating a harmony 
between furniture and architecture. 
Study the outward thrust of the 
arm of the sofa between living room 
and dining room, and the repetition 
of the same thrust in the top of 
the table used as a divider between 
the library wing and fireplace wing 
of the living room. 

A secondary but almost equally 
important theme in the architecture 
is the rhythm of the persianas, 
the louvered window-doors evenly 
spaced across the facade facing the 
bay. This too is picked up and re- 
peated in the décor of the house. 
The louvers or slats are echoed in 
the louvered lights shown on page 
262. Note the

the rug which directly recalls the 
pattern and texture of the brain 
coral in the stone walls. (You can 
see how the brain-like convolutions 
led to its being called brain coral.) 
Mrs. Parker embroidered the same 
simplified pattern on her towels 
and other fabrics. 

The bed cover on the same page 
has embroidery that copies almost 
line for line and texture for texture 
an especially interesting section of 
the garden wall. It is obviously 
sympathetic with the masonry of 
the interior walls as well. Thus the 
embroidery of the Pace Setter fol- 
lows a pattern established by the 
architecture and is designed to be 
integrated with it, and so contrib- 
utes hugely to the harmony of the 
whole effect. 

Right here you can see a basic 
principle of integrated design: 
Choose a dominant form or theme 
from the architecture of your house 
and let it be the motif for your 
decoration. 

If you live in an apartment, in- 
tegrated design is still possible, and 
many of the principles worked out 
in the Pace Setter are usable in 
your situation, as much as in cus- 
tom- or ready-built houses. 

Here the conception of internal 
unity plays its role. In any room, 
there must be a sense of relativity 
and mutual appropriateness. All 
the edges of wooden furniture and 
shelving in the Pace Setter, for 
instance, are tapered and molded.

EFORE developing these points 

further, it might be well to back 
up and answer this question: How 
do we judge a chair? 

It is not a difficult question to 
answer, but the answer is not at all 
easy to apply. We judge chairs by 
exactly the same standards we ap- 
ply to all things of domestic de- 
sign, architecture or furniture—the 
standards of function, durability 
and form. 

Obviously they are not three 
completely distinct characteristics. 
There is the psychological function 
of form or beauty. There is also a 
function in durability. But they are 
a useful check list. Normally we 
might add a fourth to it: price. 

These standards apply to useful 
objects. They may not apply to ob- 
jects of pure art, such as easel 
painting or non-decorative sculp- 
ture. And right here we ‘begin to 
apply our standards. Some critics 
refer to certain chairs as “pieces 
of sculpture.” They mean ordina- 
rily that these chairs have the qual- 
ity of abstract composition in space. 

A good chair certainly is a piece 
of sculpture in that sense; also in 
the sense that it has a molded, 
flowing, swelling, tapering, softly 
curving line. But we must make 
a distinction between sculpture and 
a chair. Sculpture is to be looked 
at. A chair is to be sat in as well

“True simplicity, however, can 
be exceedingly complex,” warns 
Alfred Parker,

not simple. There were four layers 
of them, and each one had to be 
tied. 

“Sometimes a structure may look 
and be simple, but what counts is 
whether it works simply. To arrive 
at real simplicity you must solve 
each part of every problem direct- 
ly. You might say simplicity of this 
sort is the sum total of simple solu- 
tions. Form and function come so 
close together they act as one. 
That’s when a house becomes archi- 


tecture. 
“Instead of flamboyance and 
flashiness. you have understate- 


ment. You create a simple but effec- 
tive background for people. You 
get repose, dignity, freedom, in- 
formality. When everything does 
its job you have true simplicity. 
When the 
structure are right, the details fall 


materials and over-all 
into place, and you feel free to do 
many things. This encourages peo- 
ple to live more freely, more ac- 
tively.” 

Parker applied these principles 
thoroughly. Simplicity was judged 
in terms of how it simplified the 
labor of keeping house without 
skimping on the pleasures of rich 
design and rich furnishings. He 
achieved it throughout. The slab 
floors, for instance, he surfaced 
with terrazzo (marble chips in a 
cement mix), a handsome but easily 
maintained material. All the other

So do low 
centerpieces and candles well above eye level. 

If your dining table won’t stretch, improvise. Set 
sturdy plywood upon wooden or wrought-iron horses. 
Better still, use two or three bridge tables with the 
round folding tops that fasten into place. Push one 
against the other and set your centerpiece where the 
tables touch. If you are fresh out of matching banquet 


cloths, pastel percale or linen sheets will pinch-hit. 


Ten points to remember: 

1. Plan your appetizers and cocktails as an integral 
part of the meal and serve them in the living room. 

2. Soup, if it is wanted, should be served in mugs 
or cups in the living room too—preferably from a 
tureen or chafing dish. (When the meal is rich, you 
should serve a light. clear broth.) 

3. Table settings include napkins, silver, glasses 
filled with wine, water, or cider, salt, pepper, relishes, 
and bread and butter. Some people place the plates on 
the table, too. The effect is prettier that way. Others set 
a pile of heated plates on the buffet. Water, wine, or 
cider for refills may go on the table or on the buffet. 

4. The roast, and all the carving accessories, go on 
the buffet, thus disposing of the old carver’s question, 
“To stand or not to stand.” Carving at the sideboard is 
wonderfully convenient. 

5. Hot vegetables and gravy may be set on the buffet 
along with the roast, or on a separate table. In any 
case, they should be in chafing dishes or over candle- 
warmers so that they stay blazing hot. A hot table on 
rollers is perfect. 

6. Salad is not usually served at a Christmas dinner. 
Generally relishes take its place. But if you have a 
salad, put it on the buffet and do provide separate salad 
plates, so that the hot gravy and the chilled salad need 
not quarrel. 

7. Allow plenty of time for the main course. When 
you see that everyone is finished, clear the table in 
the quickest possible way, and never let more than one 


person get involved in the process.

8. Dessert is served at the table, for by this time 
everyone is so comfortable and happy, we hope, that 
no one wants to move! Bring on the coffee tray—large 
cups or demi-tasse. Set it in front of or on a rolling 
table beside the host or hostess. 

9. Set the stage for the grande finale. Bring on the 
dessert plates, turn down the lights, set the pudding 
aflame in the kitchen or, if there’s drama in your soul, 
do it at the table. And you need not wait for the flames 
to die down before you start serving. It is an old belief 
that fire on the plate brings luck. (Alcohol blazes at so 
low a temperature that it won't hurt your china.) Have 
several bowls of sauce for a large party, and pass them 
around the table. 

10. Sit long and lovingly over your coffee. cigars, 
cigarettes, nuts, raisins, and Christmas confections. 
Later, still at the table, serve brandy, liqueurs or, in 
the true Victorian style, a fine old Madeira, port or 


Tokay wine.

ie is an article about love. Not the gossamer-winged boy of 
lyric poetry, nor the great god Pan for whom Dr. Kinsey keeps 
score, but the love that rears families and builds houses—the 
mysterious, creative selflessness which fully adult people expe- 
rience, on Christmas Day and on every day. 

This is also a piece about beauty, about the harmonious volumes, 
eraceful structures, and blooming skins of visible objects. I mean 
the formal sort of beauty which is hard to isolate and define, but 
which we usually recognize when we stop playing esthetic tug of 
war long enough to look around us. 

Now domestic love doesn’t need a sales talk, but I’m afraid 
domestic beauty does. And I am not thinking here merely of those 
modern architects who say bareness is the only true beauty, and 
whose houses sit around in our embarrassed suburbs like huge, 
glass-naked yogis—contemplating, one presumes, their mechan- 
ical navels. I am thinking also of the many sensible designers for 
whom “functional” is a more modish word than “beautiful,” and 
all of us who are tempted to put “decoration” in the category of 
frills when we calculate the cost of a home. 

Perhaps we have been oversold on the notion that loveliness 
is its own justification. It is, of course; the question, “What 
good is beauty?” can be dismissed as just bad grammar, since 
beauty is itself a good. Plato, however, doesn’t open check- 
books, so let’s be less refined. Why is beauty a good investment, 
a good Christmas gift, for homemakers? For lovers, that is, 
who are older than Romeo and Juliet? 

Take a chair, philosophically speaking. Our utilitarian ex- 
tremists assure us that all the designer has to worry about is an 
engineering problem, that if he figures out all the points of 
stress he will produce a machine for sitting which will be beauti- 
ful, presto, because it is efficient. And sometimes the result of 
this functional approach is in fact an amusing, eloquent piece 
of pure chairness. 

But often it is not. Often the designer waves his slide rule

If smoke cookery sounds esoteric 
and complicated to you, let us as- 
sure you it couldn’t be simpler.

Make finnan haddie from quick-frozen 
fillets of haddock; approximate the lordly sturgeon with 
swordfish steak: work smoky magic on every-day sausage 
meat rolled into balls. Let the genie of smoke work 
enchantment, even on cooked or canned. meats. 

Expressed in the simplest terms, cold smoking in- 
volves four steps: 1) soaking in a flavorous brine which 
includes salt. sugar and a medley of spices: 2) drying; 
3) exposure to the smoke of certain woods at a safe 
cool distance from a wood fire at a temperature some- 
times 110° F., often as low as 70° F.: 4) browning or 
finishing. (Not all viands need this final touch, but most 
of them are made more attractive by a final browning, 
which can be achieved through raising the temperature 


above 180° F. in a broiler or oven.) 


How to create smoke 

Practically any hardwood or fruit tree will provide 
fuel. Hickory is wonderful. yet in spite of its wide pub- 
licity it has no exclusive rights. Our own smoke oven 
never tires of a diet of green applewood and oak sawdust. 
Soft woods. particularly pine and fir. should be avoided, 
because their resins will discolor the meat and impart a 
bitter flavor. Juniper. however. is fine, giving a special 
magnificence to pork and duck. 
» Generally. in building a fire. people strive for a 
fine blaze. Our primary need. however, is not fire but 
smoke—lots of it. So smother the live embers with 
chips. shavings. bark or, best of all, slightly dampened

TL. be interested in high fidelity, you must 
first be interested in music. If you are inter- 
ested in music, you must be interested in high 
fidelity. 

Defined simply, high fidelity is the endeavor 
to reproduce musical sound with greater (“high”) 
faithfulness (“fidelity”). Reproduction of music 
in your home may take the form of records, 
tape, or radio. All three are important, though 
as yet most of the attention has been bestowed 


on the medium through which most good music 





is available to most people: records. All three 
records, tape, or radio—obey the same laws 
of sound and are improved by essentially the 
same devices. 

The pleasure that we derive from musical 
sound is compounded of many and complex sen- 
sations, as the pleasure that we feel in tasting 
a good wine is compounded of soil. sun, rain, 
and the blend of grapes used. Even the most 
expert audio-scientist would be at a loss to ex- 
plain to you fully what the components of 
beautiful sound are. You know scientists: they 
never explain anything fully. But we don’t need 
the scientists to discuss certain characteristics of 
sound. The most amateur of musical amateurs can 
tell. for example. that various instruments make 
sounds that are very different. The trumpet with 
its victorious tone could never be mistaken for 
the timid tone of a flute, gentle as a woman’s 
voice. You are not likely to confuse a harp with 


a violin. even if you don’t see them. This charac-

teristic tone quality of each instrument is called 
its timbre. For many years recording and radio 
engineers have endeavored to make their sound 
truer in timbre, to make the flute on a record 
sound more like the flute “in nature.” The 
engineers have been faithful in their fashion, 
but in the last three or four years they have 
become a good deal more faithful. 

A musical tone is, as everybody knows, made 
up of vibrations of the air. These vibrations are 
not simple. Certainly not! They are an intricate 
pattern of vibrations and_ re-vibrations, each 
tone a whole universe of sound. We speak of 


the “overtones” of music. When we hear a piano 
reproduced on a good record and then again on 
a bad record, we can tell the difference. On one 
the overtones seem to have been preserved, 
which helps to make the sound full and rich. 
On a bad record the tone is tinkly; our noble 
concert grand sounds like a saloon upright, dry, 
desiccated. The overtones are cut off. The en- 
gineer speaks of limited frequencies, of narrow 
cycles. He claims that the upper ranges of the 
tone. particularly, are cut off at 8,000 cycles. 
whereas on a good record—played. mind you, 
on a good phonograph—he says that we hear 
up to from 12 to 15.000 cycles. High fidelity 
methods of recording and high-fidelity repro- 
ducing instruments offer us sound juicier in 
overtones. wider in cycles both at the low and 
the high end of the spectrum. 

Still another factor enters into our enjoyment 
of sound: volume and its gradations: the differ- 
ence between loud and eoft. The engineer calls it 
Dynamic Range. On the old records. when the 
music reached a resounding climax. when the 
storm lashed the orchestra. when the shipwreck 
occurred in Scheherazade, the engineer supervis- 
ing the making of the record had to soften down 


the volume of sound. (Please turn to page 186)

his is the case of Mr. and Mrs. X. They are a young couple 
with a comfortable income. They live in an apartment, and 
they like music. They like music very much. 

Some time ago they bought themselves a fancy phonograph. 
(This was before the new hi-fi ones cf today.) They paid more 
than $700 for it. Its exterior is a richly gleaming dark wood. In 
fact, as a piece of furniture it leaves nothing to be desired. 
And since Mr. and Mrs. X have taste and want their living room 
to be a pleasure to the eye, they selected the phonograph as a 
piece of furniture. That living room is long and narrow, the 
phonograph sits halfway along one of the long walls. From the 
front of the phonograph, music emerges. 

Having emerged, it has no place to go. The high frequency 
sounds, including the overtones which give realism to the fiddle 
and the flute, jet in a tight stream across the room—12 feet— 
and are very efficiently absorbed by plaster and by a colorful 
Central American woven hanging. No one ever hears them, though 
Mr. X paid good money for them. The deep bass tones disperse 
well enough, but they aren’t very robust. The space in the 
cabinet behind the speaker, although properly sealed and padded, 
amounts to fewer than five cubic feet, substantially less than

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supposed to simulate. The middle, or low-fi frequencies, how- 
ever, are much more viable and durable. They reach the opposite 
wall, reflect and re-reflect. Occasionally they meet themselves in 
transit and reinforce each other’s beats, mercilessly ringing the 
ears of any listener whose head may happen to occupy the same 
space at the same time. 

In the X apartment, it can be seen, the musical ideas of 
Beethoven and Brahms really work against the odds. As Mr. and 
Mrs. X bought more and more fine records, as they went to their 
friends’ apartments and heard these same records sound much 
better than they did on their own phonograph, they came to a 
decision. Mr. and Mrs. X decided that a phonograph was primarily

A. a topic of discussion, High Fidelity ranks first 
with the nation’s music lovers and seems to have created 
considerable excitement even among people who up to now 
had gladly listened to the tunes of Carousel without critically 
examining the recording for its frequency value. As soon 
as “High Fidelity” became “hi fi,” we all knew that it was 


here to stay. When we abbreviate a name and call a thing 





with an affectionate diminutive—that’s a sure sign of 
popularity. So here we have hi fi, along with 3D movies 
and Dr. Kinsey’s new book. Popular it is, but what is it? 

Hi fi is a better record reproduced on a better phono- 
graph. More of the overtones of music are heard, particu- 
larly high passages (high frequencies), the timber of an 
instrument is heard in truer likeness, soft passages are soft, 
loud loud, achieving, in short, a better reproduction of 
music. Simple? Not quite so simple as the definition looks. 
“Better” covers a multitude of improvements, of acoustical 
skill, and of electronic science. Not quite so simple, particu- 
larly, when we realize that hi fi is not universally under- 
stood as just better reproduction. In fact, hi fi means two 


different things to two different classes of people. 





Number one—there is the relatively small group of 
fanatic tinkerers. The hi-fi tinkerer builds his own record- 
reproducing system, and having built it tears it down and 
changes it for some new gadget, suffers if somebody else 
has got hold of a device that he doesn’t possess, and in 
general is far more interested in the reproduction of sound 
than the music. He may have started out as a music lover. 
but by this time he can no longer see the forest for the 
trellis of wire connections. The tone of one solo “plunk” 
of one harp, perfectly reproduced, thrills him more than 
a great interpretation of the Beethoven Violin Concerto by a 
fine ari’st. To him hi fi is both a gospel and a gadget. Using 
it as a gadget he is in danger of exaggerating: He likes 
records in which the high tones of the violins sound so 
brilliant as to be almost harsh. Or he takes a good record 
and plays it with exaggerated volume. 

But there exists a much wider group of music lovers who 
like music well reproduced, without caring particularly

Here’s how to slash your heating bill and enjoy 
far more winter comfort, whether you build or re- 


model, whether your house is vintage 1953 or 1890 


Fie winter winds and snow and ice command 
respect. But they can be tamed, and at a reasonable cost. 
if you understand what gives them their punch. Learn 
the ways to lick a tough climate before you buy or build 
or remodel. The house on these 8 pages, now being built 
in Vermont’s Green Mountains, shows 47 of these ways 
to take the sting out of a bad winter. 

You can do as well. First, know your local climate— 
really know it. Too many people guess, letting their 
memory trick them. Go to the local weather office. Look 
at the records. What extremes must you expect year after 
year? What can happen in unusual winters? 

Next, study the climate of your particular site. How 
does it differ from the weather bureau data? You may 
find as much difference as in moving 300 miles south or 
north. Exploit—or repair—the difference. 

Now, what can your house do for you? Remember. 
its shape, its roof pitch, even its roof color can work 
for you or against you. And, fourth, what can plantings 
do for you? Could you use a windbreak? Or do plants 
make winter worse in your particular spot—a big old 
evergreen tree, for example, cutting off desired winter 
sunshine? All this study takes time, of course. The pay- 


off? Lower heating bills, more winter comfort.

“Key to this warm-air heating system is this 
plenum chamber which directs warm air 
from furnace into the hollow tiles that form 
the sub-floor of the house. *Air finally exits 
into rooms via floor or wall registers. * Air 
returns to furnace via direct ducts from each 
circuit. *Reinforced concrete shell provides 


firm base for quick laying of tiles. 


“Heater supplies warm air to conditioner 
which filters it and speeds it on into plenum 
system. *Conditioner also cools the air when 
needed (uses cold water pumped from a 
spring, rather than mechanical refrigera- 
tion). *Since floor tiles have low bulk, they 
store little heat, so system avoids any heat- 
lag problems.

his “Florence” buffet plate is molded of melamine. a 

thermosetting plastic that can go imperviously through 
water as hot as 200° F., slightly less than boiling and con- 
siderably hotter than the water in an automatic dishwasher. 
It may even be boiled for short periods. 

But this is only one of the virtues that the inherent 
characteristics of melamine give to this plate. Melamine’s 
moldability makes possible a shape so fluid and_ slim- 
curving that 12 of these snug-stacking plates pile up to 
only 572” on a storage shelf. Melamine’s extraordinary 
resistance to breaking and chipping produces a plate that 
could conceivably be smashed only by the most inordinately 
rough treatment. The manufacturer guarantees this plate 
against chipping, cracking. or breakage in normal home use. 
3ut if you should break it, the shattered pieces would 
demonstrate that its body is non-porous, so that even if 
chipped or scratched, it will not absorb moisture or food 
particles. Its color goes solidly all the way through, so it 
will not fade or wear away. 

Since melamine is a poor conductor of heat and cold, this 
plate tends not to draw away the heat and cold of foods. 
Unlike many plastics, it is odorless and tasteless. 

Melamine is tough, but it can be scratched, and while it 
takes high temperatures of wet heat, it will char and crack 
if exposed to fire or the high heat of an oven. Occasional 
stains are removed with a dip in a sodium-perborate bleach, 
like Dip-It or M-E. Chlorine bleaches should be avoided. 
For daily washing use any standard soap or detergent.

Combine two cups of freezer cream 
sauce, two well-drained cans of corn nib- 
lets, and a good-sized can of small white 
boiling onions, also well drained.

My cooking was divided into three ses- 
sions. The first one went like this: 1 ham,

Soup. Plain heavy brown stock. Choco- 
late brownies. 

First of all I had the butcher cut a 
good-sized ham in two. I baked both 
halves according to directions on the 
wrapper and basted them with unsweet- 
ened pineapple juice, leaving them un- 
scored. When baked, the larger or bot- 
tom end was cooled and wrapped for the 
freezer so that I could re-heat and deco- 
rate it for either a family or party dinner. 
The meat from the other half was cut off 
and packaged several different ways, both 
for recipes calling for cooked ham and to 
use cold in slices. | ground enough to 
make three cups, putting two cups (for 
ham loaf) in one package, and one cup 
(probably for ham and spinach soufllé) 
in another package. Slices were packaged 
in amounts to serve four. Some was cubed 
and put into one- and two-cup packages. 
Odd bits were cut into julienne strips for 
chef’s salad and garnishes. I left a gen- 
erous amount of meat on the bone and 
put it away in the freezer to await the 
lentil soup pot after the holidays. 

By making all the soups at once I was 
able to use a No. 10 or restaurant size 
can of bouillon as the basic stock. Here 
are the recipes:

4 ox tails, cut up by the butcher

1%, No. 10 can (about two quarts)

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So just sit yourself down in the 
early afternoon or the night before 
the party and start making cock- 
tails. Get yourself a good formula 
and proceed the very same way as 
you would if you were making just 
one round of drinks for a few 
friends before dinner. Make them 
up, stir or shake them with ice, 
get the proper dilution, and then 
strain them into glass containers. 

And don’t get the idea that cock- 
tails made this way won't taste 
just as good, or that the flavor will 
be marred. There’s no reason why 
a cocktail made the night before 
won't taste just as good or better, 
providing that it is made right in 
the first place, is diluted properly 
—not too much—and then  suffi- 
ciently chilled. If you think that big 
hotels make al! the drinks individ- 
ually when they’re serving from 
250 to 500 people at a big dinner 
party, you’re crazy. 

Just remember to use enough ice 
in your premixing. In making Gim- 
lets, for instance, you are going to 
mix a fifth of gin with a bottle of 
Rose’s Lime juice, but you must 
also use as much ice as you would 
for 25 or 30 Gimlets, so get your- 
self a big container and a_ big 
paddle to stir them. If it’s a drink 
that can be shaken or whipped, 
use a blender and make a blender- 
glassful at a time. You can even 
make Old Fashions by the dozen 
or so and store them. 

There are quite a few drinks you 
can serve at cocktail parties that 
are not cocktails as such. Punch 
is always simple and easy to make 
and has a lot of appeal, especially 
to the ladies. A good friend of mine, 
a prominent surgeon, always has a 
punch bowl full of Zombies at his 
cocktail parties and this seems to 
account for about 50 per cent of 
the drinking. Also takes the pres- 
sure off whoever is stuck with the 
drink mixing. 


Now for some recipes for drinks 
which can be mixed ahead of time 
and served from pitchers or punch 
bowls. Just make note of these two 
points: The cocktails to be served 
from pitchers are to be mixed with 
ice when you make them, chilled, 
and then set in ice to keep icy cold. 
The punch recipes, while not so 
strong, are not diluted with ice 
beforehand and must depend on ice 
in the punch bowl for dilution and 
chilling. That’s the difference, so 
take your pick and have fun at 
your own party.

Then we sit down, and we make 
another disquieting discovery: The 
chair is almost as uncomfortable as 
it is ugly. And so, feeling cross and 
ante bellum, we go looking for a 
designer who pretends to be an 
artist instead of an engineer. 

HY? Why does our experience 

in buying furniture head up so 
frequently into the formula “Beauty 
begets efficiency” instead of into 
the more chic “Efficiency begets 
beauty”? Why are handsome chairs 
in fact usually comfortable, and 
ugly ones, even if designed by 
scientists, so often uncomfortable? 

Well, it isn’t so, say the dogmatic 
modernists; it’s simply that we 
have been conditioned by period 
stuff. (Recently, I was told by an 
International Stylish salesman that 
I merely felt ill at ease in his 
chairs. Indeed!) Ah, say the mod- 
erates, it’s just a verbal difficulty: 
Science and art are really the same 
thing; handsome is as handsome 
does. 

I like both of these answers on 
certain days, although both are 
evasive. We are all cultural lag- 
gards, we do need to get rid of our 
stock responses if we are to enjoy 
living in our own century, and we 
can still profit from the ancient 
functionalist warning that ginger- 
bread is bad art because it’s bad 
science. And certainly our houses 
and furniture should be designed 
by men who know how to use the 
slide rule. 

But I think we are in danger of 
assuming that the tools we use know 
more than we do. The trouble with 
the slide rule, for instance, and 
with its arrogant friends, is that 
it and they never seem to have any 
illuminating hunches about human 
beings. Their data always needs to 
be corrected by the emotions of 
craftsmen who are also artists. 

And the real explanation for our 
artful chairs 
more comfortable is quite simple: 
They appeal to the eye, mind, and 
the heart as well as to the body.

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The record collector has passed an 
important point in his education 
when he recognizes that what he is 
dealing with is an illusion, in which 
his ears must play their own active 
part, along with the record and the 
equipment. 

Horowitz and the NBC Sym- 
phony would not be comfortable in 
your living room, any more than 
they would be in mine. The task of 
the record-maker is to produce the 
kind of approximation that gives 
us enough of the experience to be 
convincing but not so much that it 
is overpowering. This, to be sure, 
is a tricky distinction but one 
whose existence has been demon- 
strated often enough to persuade 
us that it could be done more often, 
if not every time.

URTHERMORE, | in 

high fidelity you come up against 
the fact that the judgment of sound. 
like the judgment of Paris. is sub- 
jective. The sound that sends you 
into raptures may leave your neigh- 
bor cold. It is impossible to arrive 
at exact definitions of what is great 
sound any more than it is possible 
to arrive at exact definitions of what 
is great music. Controversies are 
beginning to rage. Efforts are now 
being made to set up minimum 
standards at which an instrument 
or a record may claim to be high 
fidelity. Let’s hope that the indus- 
try will succeed in establishing 
some kind of standards. 

But whatever happens, you are 
bound to be enriched by a new 
quality in music for the home.

in short, a system for purveying 
sound—and that the phonograph 
they had was too inadequate for 
what they wanted. 

Having come to that conclusion, 
they decided that their long, nar- 
row living room needed a special 
treatment, and so they made up 
their minds to have their sound 
tailor-made—to buy component 
parts. Mr. X realized that this was 
not as easy to do as just going out 
and buying a phonograph. 

His friends told him that a good 
deal of comparison shopping, some 
“looking into the facts” and q bit 
ot patience might be needed before 
a satisfactory sound system—right 
for his living room—was found and 
installed. However, they all assured 
him that the pursuit of tailor-made 
sound was a pursuit of happiness— 
fascinating and engrossing. It was 
like fishing—once you had thrown 
out the first line and had caught 
the first fish, you couldn’t stop. 


RIGINALLY Mr. and Mrs. X be- 

lieved that individually installed 
sound systems were “only for the 
rich.” They found out they were 
wrong. The facts are these: Mr. X 
could have spent about $250 less 
than the cost of the “fine furni- 
ture phonograph” and got far, far 
better sound (and, with $250, he 
could have added a tape-recorder to 
his array, and picked up some ex- 
citing FM air-checks of Toscanini 
or the Metropolitan). Some of his 
equipment might have been ex- 
posed to view, but it is a fact that 
many items of today’s precision 
equipment (machined aluminum 
turntables, for instance) are de- 
cidedly sightly in any but a period 
setting. And he might have had to 
do a little staining and waxing him- 
self. (Is this a hardship?) 

For $99, he could have got an 
excellent coaxial loudspeaker (two- 
unit, treble within bass), able te 
produce, cleanly, all the tones of 
the musical spectrum. For another 
$69, he might have bought, to 
house it, a compact, good-looking 
corner “horn” cabinet, built to 
reinforce the very low bass range, 
where speaker-efficiency drops off. 
(In kit-form, cut and ready to as- 
semble, it would cost but $36.) This 
could have fitted into a corner at 
the end of his long room. obviating 
the “sound-bounce” effect and fur- 
nishing sonic perspective.

$100, he could. have acquired an 
audio-amplifier to drive the loud-

The words “a good installation- 
house” were used above. Most ma- 
jor cities today boast at least one 
good installation-house, though the 
term may be deceptive. A good in- 
stallation-house can consist of one 
man operating out of a very small 
shop. The main commodity he sells 
doesn’t occupy much room; in- 
deed, he carries it around in his 
head with him. Or it can consist 
of a large sales organization, 
equipped with a giant audio-equip- 
ment comparison salon. The clue 
to whether or not it can qualify 


as “good” lies simply in whether or 





not the salesman makes a genuine 
effort find out what the 
tomer needs before he tries to sell 


to cus- 
him anything. (If he doesn’t, shop 
further. And take your time!) 


HEN shopping, it is wise to 

travel equipped, too. Take some 
of your own phonograph records, 
so that you will have something 
familiar to judge equipment by. 
And take a reasonably accurate 
plan of the room in which you ex- 
pect to do your listening. Write in 
the dimensions, sketch in the fur- 
niture. Even the best installation- 
man needs data to work with. If 
you want to have any of the equip- 
ment “built-in,” find out what your 
walls are made of. (Incidentally, 
it is usually safest not to plan 
on speaker wall- 
mounted; it likely to

satisfied with a hunting trip to the 
nearest big city, or with shopping 
by mail. In either case, the basic 
procedure would be the same: The 
installation or audio-sales company 
has to be given the problem (in- 
cluding the room plan) and must 
show its interest. If it doesn’t show 
any interest, except in your check- 
book, take your business elsewhere. 


. 


N MAIL-ORDER shopping, one 

expert says an excellent way to 
start is to contrive, by hook or by 
crook, to fall in love with one par- 
ticular piece of equipment, prefer- 
ably an amplifier. Next, begin 
badgering the amplifier’s manufac- 
turer (always address the sales 
manager) with queries as to what 
makes of speaker, phono-pick-up, 
and so on work well with his won- 
derful amplifiers, one of which you 
so ardently hope to own, etc. 

When you get his recommenda- 
tions as to loudspeakers, begin the 
process over. Write to the manufac- 
turer of the chosen speaker and ask 
what enclosure he recommends. 
(Caution: Always ask for two 
choices. Many makers of speakers, 
for instance, also make enclosures 
and are not unlikely to suggest 
them as first choice.) Followed. to 
its logical conclusion, this pro- 
cedure can arm a customer rather 
formidably for his first brush with 
a dealer. 

On the widely debated question 
of which should be the prime com- 
ponent—the one first decided on, 


to which the others must defer— 


this writer is inclined to agree with 
the expert cited above. The ampli- 
fier should come first, despite the 
temptation to give the nod to the 
speaker. A good amplifier brings 
out the best in a lesser speaker; 
an excellent speaker exposes the 
worst weaknesses of a lesser ampli- 
fier. Also, an extra speaker is easier 
to dispose of, when the Day of Im- 
provement arrives, than a surplus 
amplifier. 

The problem remains: when the 
dauntless music lovers have done 
their planning, buying, glueing, 
waxing, plugging, and shoving. how 
do they know if their fi is hi 
enough? Did they make the grade? 

They can’t find out by reading 
the specification sheets they got 
with their equipment. The claim 
that an amplifier varies less than 
2 decibels in response between 20 
and 20,000 cycles per second is so 
common (and so semantically flex- 
ible) as to be meaningless. (In the 
trade, this kind of thing is called 
the “numbers racket.) And _ full,

Melt chocolate and butter to- 
gether in a large double boiler and 
stir it until blended.

In the second cooking session I 
first made the steak and kidney 
pies. the veal fricassee, and curried 
biscuits. 


Steak and Kidney Pie 
I used this recipe to make four 
pies serving four people each. 


4% pounds round steak 
Flour 

1 bar butter (44 pound) 
2 pounds yeal kidneys 

3 large onions, sliced 

2 quarts boiling stock 

1 cup red wine 

Salt and pepper 

Garlic juice 
Worcestershire sauce 


Lemon juice 


Trim beef. reserving trimmings, 
and cut into 2” x 1” pieces. Pound 
as much flour as possible into the 
strips. Remove root, skin, and 
membrane from kidneys and soak 
them in iced salt water while you 
brown round steak in butter. Then 
slice kidneys and them, 
followed by onions, transferring 
them all to a deep pot as they be- 
come brown. Then add stock, wine, 
and the rest of the seasonings to 
taste. Bring to a boil and simmer 


about two hours. Cool this mixture.

If gravy seems thin it can be 
thickened with browned flour dis- 
solved in cold water. 

For the crust, make a 
mixture of 3 cups of sifted flour, 
1 tablespoon of baking powder. 
2% cup of butter and 1% cup finely 
erated beef fat trimmings.

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aluminum foil casseroles) with the 
steak and kidney mixture and cut 
the pastry to fit the tops. Roll 
out remaining dough and cut strips 
to flute on the edges. Freeze un- 
wrapped until solid, then wrap in 
freezer paper, or freeze in Piette 
containers. Thaw 3 to 4 hours be- 
fore baking. Bake approximately 
30 minutes at 450° F. with a cooky 
sheet under the pan. Prick top 
after first ten minutes. 

After the steak and kidney mix- 
ture began to simmer, I started the 
veal fricassee, using the same skil- 
let for the browning. When that 
was simmering too, I made the 
pastry tops for the steak and kid- 
ney pies, storing them between 
waxed paper layers in the refrig- 
erator until needed. At this time, 
while I had the flour and board 
and rolling pin out, | made two 
pie shells for my Christmas dinner, 
and put them into Piette containers 
(see September House BEAUTIFUL, 
“How to Escape Cooking Three 
Meals a Day”). I also made the 
curried biscuits, as they, too, use 
the same basic equipment. For 
these you can use any standard 
biscuit (rolled and raised) recipe 
and blend two teaspoons of mild 
curry powder into each batch. Roll 
and cut biscuits and package the 
raw dough in Piette containers or 
aluminum for freezing. 
When you use these, bake them at 
400° F. until brown, starting them 
right from the freezer.

“What happens is this.” Heifetz 
went on, illustrating as if he were 
stretching out a long rubberband.

That takes out the rich- 
ness of the mixture and you have 
lost the whole quality of sound. 
That kind of high frequency is un- 
necessary.

It 
is like the surgeon who pronounced 
the operation a success although 
the patient died.” 


OR does Heifetz have much pa- 
tience with noise-suppressors and 
other gadgets of the hi-fi tinkerer. 
“They develop a mania about 
noise.” he observed. “They become 
ecstatically happy when they can 
play a record without a trace of 
noise. But by the time they have 
got rid of the noise they have also 
got rid of the music.

in a recording and yet you still 
can have a wonderful performance. 
There are things that would be 
flaws in a recording that I pay no 
attention to in a concert perform- 
ance. 

“T remember once my accom- 
panist and I had made repeated at- 
tempts to record a simple little 
waltz. Finally we got a_ perfect 
record, clean and correct—but with 
absolutely no spirit. So I said, ‘Let’s 
pretend we are playing a concert. 
Make all the mistakes you want, 
but let’s cut loose. On the eighth 
or ninth try we finally got a record 
that, to be sure, had some mistakes 
in it, but which I passed. I thought 
that if I liked it. people would too. 
You can get spontaneity on a rec- 
ord but you must draw it from 
within yourself. You have to forget 
the microphone spying on every 
little blemish, waiting to jump on 
you.” 


WA UCH as he has recorded, Heifetz 
i still constantly experiments. In 
his hilltop studio in Beverly Hills. 
a large tape recorder occupies a 
prominent place. In the effort to 
discover the best manner of. re- 
cording, he switches from his Strad 
to his Guarnerius to an ordinary 
fiddle to test tone quality. 

“The greatest gremlin of all,” 
he says, “is the placement of the 
microphone in relation to the piano 
and the violin. You can have a 
morning rehearsal and think you 


have everything set. You make 


| chalk lines exactly where to stand 


and where the piano should be. 
and then you go out to lunch. When 
you get back you find everything is 
different than it was before, and 
you can spend two or three hours 
trying to get a satisfactory balance 
again.

Smoked Fish Fillets 


Almost any white, lean fish fillet 
can be cured by this fast, one. 
two, three method: brining, dry- 
ing and smoking. 

1. Cut the thoroughly washed, 
firm fish fillets into neat portions 
of about % Ib. each. Immerse in 
brine and store on an open shelf 
in the refrigerator. The basic brine 
contains 1 pint of water, 3 table- 
spoons salt, 1 teaspoon brown 
sugar, 13 teaspoon pepper, plus 
other favorite spices and herbs if 
desired. (In spicing delicate fish, 
keep in mind that some aromatic 
oils are overpowering.) Small. 
lean fillets require only about 
25-30 minutes, while thick and fat 
fish can stand two or three times 
that much in the brine. 

2. Remove the fillets from the 
brine; drain and spread them on 
the previously oiled trays of the 
smoke-basket. For fast drying, ex- 
pose the fillets to cross ventilation, 
electric fan, or fresh breeze; or in 
damp weather dry over a small 
clear fire in the Smokadero. Be 
sure that the fillets do not touch 
and that the smoke-basket is not 
over-crowded. 

3. Place basket in the  pre- 
heated Smokadero, temperature 
under 90° F. The first half hour: 
low, clear fire and exhaust damper 
open, which facilitates the drying 
process. During the next hour the 
fish are smoked in a heavy cloud, 
still under 90° F. but the damper 
three-fourths closed. In the final 
hot-smoke period for an hour or 
more. the temperature is gradu- 
ally raised to 170°-180° F. Turn 
the fillets during the smoking 
period once or twice, so both sides 
will be evenly tinted. Remove them 
when they turn a rich yellow or 
amber. Let the delicacies cool, 
then wrap them individually in 
waxed paper and cellophane bags 


before storing.

in case it is necessary to run a 
horizontal duct to the outside wall. 
the arrangement can be made more 
positive by providing a standard 
kitchen exhaust fan at the end of 
the duct with a regular “blow 
open” louver. which comes with 
this type of fan. in the opening to 
the outside. An electrician can 
hook up the fan to the refrigerator 
so that it will go on whenever the 
refrigerator is operating, and off 
again when it shuts off. making 
it all completely automatic. 

Approximately the same thing 
can be done with other household 
appliances—the clothes dryer, for 
instance, which generates about 
three times as much heat as the 
refrigerator, and works for a long- 
er time at a stretch. 


| ENTING of appliances should in- 
clude, of course, a range hood 
complete with a fan, or some other 
means for drawing heat directly 
off the top of the cooking surface. 
If your kitchen windows admit 
summer sunshine, they will have 
to be fitted with awnings or other 
means of excluding sun heat. And, 
if your house is all on one floor, 
or the kitchen is in a one-story ex- 
tension, you must make sure that 
proper attic ventilation prevents 
heat from coming in by way of its 
ceiling. 

In Houst Braurirut’s air-con- 
ditioned kitchen, part of the room 
is an extension of the building 
with narrow skylights in the roof. 
The roof is designed to assure a 
flow of cooling outdoor air through 
the framing to carry off sun heat. 
A flow of air is also channeled 
through the double-glazed — sky- 
lights, between an upper layer of 
heat-intercepting glass and a lower 
layer of diffusing glass.

Water 
Egg white or melted butter for 
glazing (optional) 

Remove envelopes of dry yeast 
from 3 packages of hot roll mix. 
Measure into a large mixing bowl 3 
cups very warm water, 100°-125° 
F. (The temperature is important, 
for extremely hot water kills yeast, 
and cold water makes it slow to 
act.) Dissolve yeast in the water, 
stirring well; then add the dry con- 
tents of the packages and mix 
thoroughly. Place in a_ greased 
bowl, cover, and set in a warm 
place, 85°-95° F., for 30 to 60 min- 
utes or until it has grown twice its 
original size. 

Where’s the warm place? Near a 
radiator, or in a bowl set over a pan 
of very warm water, or in an oven 
which has been heated, then turned 
off. Check with a room thermome- 
ter to be sure that the temperature 
is not above 95° F. 

When the dough is well risen, 
punch it down, turn it out on a 
floured board, and work the dough 
by folding and turning, rolling and 
kneading. Unlike pastry, yeast 
dough takes kindly to handling. 
The hot roll mixes do not require 
kneading, but you'll find you get a 
more close-textured, finer-grained 
loaf if you do knead 3 to 5 minutes. 
Now shape into 6 small loaves. 
Place, smooth side up, in a greased 
bread pan. Brush lightly with 
melted butter, cover with a paper 
towel, set in a warm place again 
until doubled in size. Bake in a 
preheated oven, 400°-425° F., 45 
to 55 minutes. 

Like a soft and tender crust? 
Brush the tops of the loaves with 
melted butter 10 minutes before 
baking is complete. For a crusty 
bread, use slightly beaten egg white 
instead of butter. 

Because the hot roll mix contains 
plenty of shortening and sugar, it

After Christmas, life does go on 
and so do parties.
